It is to be hoped that every care| 
will be taken {o prevent the disap-

that an occurrence such as this in 
the capital of a country, especially 
when so well policed as ‘Nanking, is 
kely to have wider » repercussions 
than usual owing to the strained re-| 
lations which at present exist be-| 
tween China and Japan. Occurrences| 
such as these are unfortunate at all 
times, they are even more to be re- 
mreited. There is evidence that the| 
Chinese authorities are doing their 
utmost to arrive to a solution of this 
mystery, and there is a suggestion| 
that the Japanese authorities in| 
China are ‘not dissatisfied at. the| 
energy which is being displayed in 
‘the matter. ‘The hope may be ex- 
pressed that things may not ultima-| 
tely turn out as badly as it is now! 
feared, though, perhaps, that seems 
improbable; ut talks in Tokyo of th 
posibility cf taking drastic action 
should the Chinese ‘not  preseoute 
their investigations to the ‘ealisfac= 
tion of the Japanese Government are 
greatly tobe deprecated. So. also 
are suggestions to the effect thatsome 
deep, Machiavellian intrigue ie the 
cause of the disappearance. It is 
Possible that the whole mystery is 
capable of very simple solution. That 
is devoutly to be hoped, but it is 
necessary at this present juncture 
that people should await the revel 
tion of all the facts before endea- 
vouring to place blame which may 
never be justifled. That is advice, 
‘which may profitably be adopted" by| 
oth sides as tending towards the| 
best solution of a mystery which if! 
improperly handled ‘can do nothing| 
ut exacerbate feelings which ought| 
by now to be diminishing.

MYSTIFIES NANKING 


Reported Decision of Japanese Government of Taking] 
“Drastic” Action at Vice-Consul’s Disappearance 


Nanking, June 11. 


\HE Garrison Headquarters here to-day offered a reward of $9,000 for 
information leuding to the discovery of the Japanese vice-Consul, 


‘Mr. Eimei Kuramoto, who has been 


missing since Friday evening, when 


he vanished after bidding the Japanese Minister, Mr. Ariyoshi, farewell 
at the railway station. An announcement of the reward is appearing in 
all to-morrow morning's papers. A further reward of $10,000 has been 
Offered for the actual discovery of Mr. Kuramoto. 

‘Mr, Kuramoto's disappearance continues to baffle the authorities ond, 
up till a late hour this evening, all efforts to unravel the mystery had 
produced no result, It is understood that not the slightest ray of light 
has been thrown on the strange affair and a feeling of surprise continues 
unabated in all Chinese circles, where the case has been the main topic 
of conversation for the past three days.

Nanking Mystified 
Nanking, June 11. 

‘More than forty-eight hours have 

passed since Mr. 
Seen alive. While the police 
igarrison forces in the capital are con- 
Unuing thelr search, there seems to 
be a firm conviction fn their minds 
that the man will never be found. 

‘Official circles here were frankly 
mystified when they were informed 
on Saturday morning by the local 
‘Japanese Consulate-General that Mr. 
Kuramoto, after saying farewell on 
Friday night to Mr. Arioyshi, Japan- 
ese Minister to China, had strangely 
isappeared between the hours of 10 
to 12 pm. After Mr. Kuramoto failed 
‘to appear at the Consulate on Satur- 
day morning the Consulate oficials 
decided {0 inform the Chinese For- 
feign Office and Police and Garrison 
Headquarters, 

‘As soon as the news reached the 
public, the Chinese Foreign Office 
‘and Police and Garrison Head- 
quarters were bombarded with 
queries. They had no clues to work 
On, Crimes like murder, robbery, 
Icidnapping, and political ’ assassina- 
‘tion here have been few in number 
‘and such crimes have been solved in 
most cases In a few hours’ time. The 
Police and Garrison Headquarters in 
‘the capital have most elaborate and 
efficient systems for combatting erime 
‘and reactionary elements here. That 
‘Mr. Kuramoto could be murdered or 
Kidnapped was difficult to believe. 
‘he only hope at the time was that 
‘Mr, Kuramoto had lost his memory 
‘and was wandering about somewhere 
in the capital, in which case he would 





























bbe picked up in a few hours. After 
forty-eight hours had passed the hope 
of finding him alive was dwindling. 

‘Between the hours of 10 to 12 pm., 
Mr, Kuramoto could be at two places. 
He could be returning from the 
Japanese Consulate-General to. his 
house near the Drum Tower, which 
ig. only a few. blocks from the 
Consulate-General, or he could be al 
the railway station seeing Mr. 
‘Ariyom off. The version as given 
by the Japanese Consulate-General 
to the Chinese Foreign Office and 
Police and Garrison Headquarters 
was rather indefinite. The man was 
missing between 10 and 12 pm. The 
Sapanese press version and the 
‘message issued by the Chinese official 
Central News Agency put the time 
of disappearance at 11 pa: on Fri~ 
day night and stated definitely that 
Me. Kuramoto was at Hsiakwan rail 
way station seeing Mr. Ariyoshi of 

‘The Drum Tower district is well 
patrolled by police units. In fact, 
special attention is given to that 
art of the city by Police and Garri- 
son Headquarters for it is the place 
where the Japanese Consulate-Gen- 
eral. is situated and where many 
‘oficial of the Japanese Consulate~ 
General have their residences. Since 
the Mukden incident of September 
16, 1951, most of the Japanese resi- 
dents in the capital have left. Only 
the Japanese Consular Officials and 
some Japanese press correspondents 
fare remaining. In order to avoid 
possible unpleasant experiences the 
‘Tapanese residents here have always 
deliberately avoided coming into 
contact with the Chinese population 
‘and have seldom left their section 
at the Drum Tower. While Chinese 
feelings towards the Japanese are 
still far from amicable, there has 
never been any act of violence to- 
wards the Japanese residents here. 

Hundreds at Station 

‘The Hslakwan railway station is 
not an easy place from which to dis~ 
appear. Tt is full of police and 
soldiers. Hundreds of persons were 
at the railway station on the night 
of June 8, as Friday night is the 
most popular time for Nanking off 
clals to leave for Shanghai to spend 
the week;end. Any attempt to kid~ 
nap of murder Mr. Kuramoto would 
have been immediately known and 
there would be no way for the 
criminal or eriminals to escape with 
their prisoner. 

‘The Chinese official release there- 
fore states “although the Chinese 
authorifies are completely mystified 
over Mr. Kuramoto's disappearance, 
they are instructing the Police and 
Garrison headquarters to push for- 
ward thelr search for the missing 
man.” Chinese officials can do 
nothing. ‘They now feel that they 
will never be able to locate the 
missing Vice-Consul. 

Tndignation was expressed by a 
high Chinese official in an interview 
to-day over reports that the missing 
Japanese Vice-Consul, Mr. E. 
Kuramoto, “was kidnapped by Chinese 
special police outside the Japanese 
Consulate and murdered later.” 

Charges of Fabrication 

‘The Chinese official stated that the 
reports were evidently fabricated 
With the intention of creating the 
Impression aboard that lawlessness 
was rife in China, but he pointed 
out that, although’ foreign. mission- 
aries were occasionally kidnapped by 
bandits and Communists in the in- 
terlor of China, foreigners were well 
protected in ‘Nanking and_ other 
laces where the Chinese Govern- 
ment exereises complete control. 

‘The police and garrison forces in 
‘Nanking, he added, were well-known 
for their efficiency in checking law- 
lessness, Only one robbery was re- 
ported in years, and the case was 
‘quickly solved.

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A STRAIGHT ISSUE

Great Britain finds it necessary 
not to pay anything to the United 
States in June, and, as a result, 
the §262,000,000 for ‘which an ac~ 
‘count was rendered by Washington 


will remain unpaid for the 
present. No token payment is 
being offered and the whole 


issue of Britain's indebledness to 
the United States has been put 
fairly and squarely up to the gov- 
‘ernment of that nation. It is not, 
it should be emphasized, a repudi- 
‘ation of indebtedness but a slate~ 
ment which means in effect that 
Until the matter can be discussed 
again. and a better settlement 
‘greed upon the question of pay- 
ment must remain in abeyance. 
Had it not been for the Johnson 
Bill which imposes penalties on 
defaulting nations, and declares 
that the tenderer of @ token pay- 
ment is in default, it is possible 
that Britain would again have 
made a token payment, but if. 
whether she made one of not, she 
would, just the same, be regarded 
as adefaulter, it was obviously the 
wisest thing to do to make none 
at all, for the stigma would be no 
blacker and certainly cheaper by 
the amount which would not 
change hands.- Nevertheless it is 
to be greatly regretted that the 
British Government have found 
themselves obliged to take this 
step., It has deliberately gone into 
default, beeause there was no al= 
ternative except a payment as on- 
erous to the debtor as its receipt 
would be to the creditor; but 
thereby she set the seal of tacit 
approval on the defaults of other 
nations, to the United States and 
herself, The resumé of the 
engthy British Note on the sub 
ject indicates that Britain has put 
her case forward with no_ little 
dignity and a telling reference to 
the real facts of the situation. ‘The 
world cannot go back to the condi- 
ling before the eco- 
Yet resumption of 
full payments would have the effect 
of necessitating the service of de- 
mands for corresponding payments 
on all countries indebted to Britain 
and would in the long run result 
in the re-establishment of the 
factors which contributed so largely 
to the difficulties from which the 
world has not even now emerged. 
Such a proceedure, it was pointed 
‘out, would throw a bombshell into 
the European arena, would have 
financial and economic repercus~ 
sions in all the five Continents and 
would postpone indefinitely the 
chances of world recovery. 

It is by no means uninteresting 
to consider the position with regard 
to war debts and the behaviour of 
the creditor nations in the matter. 
At the end of the War reparations 
Payments due from Germany to the 
Alllies amounted to £6,600,000,000. 
Inter-Allied debts and debts owed 
by the Allies to the United States 
amounted to £8062,000,000: the 
total Allied debt to ‘the United 
States was £ 1,949,600,000, while 
between 1917 and 1920 they had 
bought and paid for no less than 
£2,379,400,000 in goods. The Ger- 
man debt ‘was repeatedly scaled 
down, and up to the time of the 
Lausanne Conference that country 
‘hac paid £625,000,000 to the Allies 
and this sum with the exception of 
££ 100,000,000, retained by France 
reparations, ‘was. in due course 
turned over to the United States. 
In addition to thelr share of this 
sum, British taxpayers have paid 
further £200,000,000 to the 
United States. When it came toa 
sealing down of inter-Allied debts 
the United States Treasury de- 
manded from Britain, annuities 
amounting to £ 757,000,000, involv- 
Jing a remission of £163,400,000. 
while Great Britain in her deal- 
ings with France remitted £345, 
000,000 out of the —£600,000,000 
which was owing. Indeed it may 
be safely sald that Britain scaled 
down the obligations of the rest 
of the Allies to such an extent that 




















she could only expect to receive 
ery tle more than she had in 
fara to pay to the United States. 
‘That ‘wes the positon when the 
Lausanne Conference decided. that | 
reparations payments should come 
‘ban end. and that inter-sovern- 
mental debts should also be wiped 
ut providing that some satisfactory 
frrangement. could te made with 
the United States. There 1s no in- 
tention to discuss the great difer- 
fece between the way in which 
America and the European coun- 
icles regarded this very Important 
question of indebtedness. Nor is 
M'desirable to suggest which was 
the more reasonable view to éake 
of the matter. 

Great Britain by her actions 
clearly indicated that she consider- 
fd the collection of all that. was 
wing to her impossible. Probably 
fad she realized at the time the 
alsastrous effect that the insistence 
‘upon the full recovery of sums 
fing would have upon the ‘eco- 
fomie condition “ot the. world st 
large, the adjustments which she 
made, generous a they undoubted 
Ty were, would “have been even 
freater” In any event it was Tee 
‘ognized that 20 Yong as a ountry 
had to depend for a great deal of 
‘ie prosperity upon foreign trade 
everything possible had to be done 
fo see that potential customers 
Should Keep their heads above 
financial high water. Tt was 
dlearly seen. that to force debtors 
Into bankruptey not only banished 
ior ever any chance of obtaiping 
the ‘money’ owed, but wiped “out 
ail posslity of the continuance of 
that trade the diminution of which 
itone of ‘the gravest ills trom 
whieh the world at present suffers 
I the government at Washington 
comprehends the point, It is ob- 
wious that American public opinion 
doesnot. Tn that it is not to. be 
blamed, for It is a point which can 
only. be readily ‘understood. by a 
country which depends upon” is 
export trade for the greater por 
tion of its commerce, and that is 
nat at present the casein which 
the United States finds itsel. That 
being so, it is probably just as well 
that matters: have been’ brought to 
tn isgue by the action which Great 
Britain tas so unwillingly” taken. 
Wig a hurnillating position for a 
treat ‘country to" be in, but it is 
fot_so blameworthy as. would ap- 
per at frst blush. Britain hes 
done everything powible to make 
the settlement of debis as easy. as 
pessible for her debtors. She. has 
teen denied those payments which 
would in turn have made It pos- 
Sible to render to the United States 
the dues to which it is rightfully 
entitled, and the time has. come 
When itis imperative that the 
Whole question should be reopened, 
it not to go as far as the conferees 
at Lausanne would have liked 0 
fat leat to bring about readjust 
‘nents which would be well within 
the ability of the debtor nations to 
meet. The” whole problem is a 
fave and dificult one. Mt is not 
{capable of solution, and probably 
the best means of bringing about a 
seedy. settlement. of the whole 
‘matter is just such an action as 
that Which Great Britain has taken. 








IS IT AN IMPASSE?

The reception accorded the 
British Note in which it was stated 
that no payment would be made to 
the United States on June 15, of 
the instalment due under the War 
Debt Funding arrangements, has 
been a decidedly mixed one. in 
that country.

With that in mind it is 
to be regretted that certain of the 
politicians of the United” States 
have thought ft to publish expres 
sions of opioion which are cal- 
‘culated to inflame the popular idea 
‘of condemnation of ‘what Great 
Britain has done, and at the same 
time to exacerbate feelings in 
Britain, which are already some 
what tense, by the repeated re- 
fusal of the United States to heed 
the very definite statements. which 
hhave been made to Washington 
by Whitehall on this very trying 
matter. Speaker . Rainey, of the 
House of Represeniatives, declares 
it “Regrettable that an enormously 
wealthy, friendly ‘country, one 
which is related to us, should have 
decided to default.”

But they cannot escape the im- 
pression that so long as full pay- 
ments are made, so long will the 
United States postpone considera- 
tion of the question of readjust- 
‘ment. It will be remembered 
that, from the very first moment, 
the’ terms upon which Great 
‘Britain funded her debt to the 
United States were known, there 
was considerable criticism of the 
leader responsible for conducting 
the British side of the negotiations, 
‘even though his defence was thal 
he had obtained the best terms 
then available. Nevertheless sub- 
‘stantial payments were made until 
it was perceived that they con- 
‘stituted an intolerable burden 
‘upon a country which had to face 
just as serious a depression as had 
‘the United States. It is to be 
hhoped that considerable restraint 
will be exercised to prevent this 
issue leading to strained feelings 
between the two countries. ‘Their 
interests in other directions are 30 
inextricably mixed that it would 
bbe tragic if the good feelings which 
exist were to be diminished, but 
‘the fact remains that Britain could 
/expect no action from the United 
States 50 long as payments were 
continued, though there is now a 
rospect that, the issue having thus 
been squarely posed, something, 
will be done acceptable to both 
parties. 











FIRST THINGS FIRST

If it can be said that the 
Rickshaw Control Board has 


brought forth a very small mouse 
as the result of its first labours, it 
has to be admitted that the picture 
of the proposed new rickshaw 
presents a portrait of a very 
engaging creature, and, indeed, | 
Quite @ nice little mouse’ after all. 
Us appearance in flocks on the 
‘streets uf Shanghai will add to the 
Baiety of the scene. In colour it 
will ‘emulate the Council's scarlet 
Tunners who are not now so con- 
spicuous, since the increase in the 
use of the motor car has banished 
the greater part of their raison 
|aétre. Its general form will ‘be| 
vastly superior, indeed “almost 
genteel, except, ‘perhaps, that the 
colour ‘will be 'a little joud. But 
what of that? There will be 
chromium plated wheels, metal 
mudguards in black, comfortable 
springing, a hood of' black canvas, 
and an apron of similar hue, 0 
that when the whole colour scheme 
comes to be considered the new 
vehicle, it it is ever allowed to 
‘assume its proposed form, will 
Tesemble more the ordinary 
ladybird, than the mouse with 
which this article so infelicitously 
commenced. And, what is more, 
the populace of Shanghai will now 
await with bated breath an ex- 
pected anouncement as to the 
uniform the rickshaw coolies will 
be required to wear. If it is per- 
mitted to hazard a suggestion they 
‘might be attired in suits of Lincoln 
green to offset the red and trans- 
‘form the streets from scenes of a 
little mild gaiety into thorough- 
fares of chromatic uproar. All 
this is to the good! If the whole 
of Shanghai's residents are to be 
obliged to secure dark glasses as a 
protection for their eyes against 
‘the riot of colour which apparent- 
ly the city is ultimately to. pre- 
sent, who shall cavil? The opti- 
cians, cculists and optometrists 
‘most’ certainly will not, while, 
taking a broader view, the flip 
‘that will be thus given to trade 
may have the effect of lifting the 
city out of its present depression. 
and launching it on to paths of pro- 
‘gress towards that other boom for 
which there is at the present 
/moment such a crying demand. 

But pleasantries aside, this sort 
of thing will not do. The chair 
‘man's speech at the annual general 
meeting of ratepayers created the 
impression that the council was, 
perhaps, not so enthusiastic for all 
‘the reforms, which the Com- 
‘mission proposed, as it should be, 
and that in the long run not so 
much will be done for the rlek- 
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shaw puller as the report indicated 
was necessary. “Observers were 
luneasy then, and this latest pro 
Rouncement’ will do nothing. to 
Jalay that uneasiness. It is not 
unfair to state that the manner i 
which “the issues raised by the 
Massey Report have been handled 
oy both parties to the dispute 
which it engendered is not unlike 
ndivieual combats whieh can be 
een in the streets ot 

when two thoroughly enraged dis- 
putants commit “mayhem on the 
Sunoflending air. The rickshaw 
owners are full " of all ‘sorts of 
ideas about providing, at some 
time or other, institutions designed 
fw ameliorate to. some degree’ the 
fonditions under which the coolies 
five. The Rickshaw Control Board 
seems to have decided that the best 
method to approach the solution 
ot the whole question is to give 
the cooties nice new rickshaws to 
pull about, possibly thereby in- 
fculeating in them a pride in thelr 
work, and a consequent placid 
fcceptance of the appalling condi- 
tions under which they ply their 
trade. Neither of them seems at 
alt willing to tackle the real pro 
blem, the only problem ‘with whieh 
right-thinking "persons in this 
International’ Settlement need. to 
be concerned, namely, the termina 
tion of the evils which the Massey 
Report described in such telling 
lerms, ‘the provision of means 
whereby the rickshaw coolie shall 
be able to earn a decent Living, 
Janda removal of the abuses which 
have grown up in the business and 
fs a result of which the faces. of 
these almost. inarticulate people 
fare ground in the dust. That is 
the real issue, That is the only 
fsstue with whieh those concerned 
for the rickshaw coolie “desire to 
ee the Rickshaw Control Board 
jcome to grips, 

Ut the ‘authorities ever had the 
mass of public opinion behind 
tiem on any question it is over 
this matter of the rickshaw pulling 
industry. But the support they 
have has its disadvantages. Tt has 
been emphasized repeatedly” since 
the matter became a burning ques 
tion ‘that, not only’ are the publle 
land the press behind the authori 
ties in this matter, but that they 
insist on the major portion of the 
suggested reforms being carried 
nto effect. “Agitation on this score 
will not be allowed to rest, and 
the ornate suggestions concerning 
a new type of rickshaw are more 
likely to arouse feelings of 
exasperation, than any degree of 
complacence’ with the present state 
Jot affairs. Without undue cynicism 
it is suggested that the Rickshaw 
Control Board has performed that 
delightful contrariety which in 
terms locally applicable" may 
described with astonishing truth 
putting the rieshaw before the 
coolie. The first reform must con- 
ern the puller. It 1s_neceesary 
that the terms on which he rents 
his vehicle shall be reduced 80 
that he may retain a fair’ pro- 
portion of his daly earnings. It 
then becomes a question of how 
Improvements can be effected in 
the ridchaw commensurate ‘with 
the new return which owners will 
be allowed to obtain on. their 
Properly, Putting the rickshaw 
before the coolie opens up. an 
epportunity for the owners of 
which it is to be presumed they 
will not be slow to take advantage, 
If they are at all adroit, they will 
jsceept the Control Board's specifica 
tion for the new rickshaw. ‘They 
will then resist efforts. to reduce 
hiring charges on the ground 
that the new vehicle has involved 
sich a capital outlay that they 
must ‘be allowed to secure an 
adequate return on their money. 
The justice of that claim it will be 
by no means easy to refute, and it 
{s certain that the hiring charges 
which the Mastey Report suggest- 
jed should be enforced would be 
incapable of application, What 
oes it matter to the user of the 
rickshaw whether the back of the 
vehicle is ‘square or round, or 
whether the wheels listen in the 
sun in all the glory of chromium 
plating, or in sombre paint, so 
long as he reaches his destination 
in cleanliness and. comfort? Clean 
upholstery, sound efficient hoods 
and aprons are all that it necessary 
together with adequate protection 
of the coolie himself against the 
vagaries of this. climate. Proper 
maintenance. of the rickshaws, 
When once they have been 
thoroughly ‘cleaned up, is all that 
fs necessary in this direction, and 
all of this is subsidiary to the eare 
which ‘has to be taken of the 
ccolies’ “interests. “Consequently. 
this latest pronuneiamento of the 
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Ricshaw Control Board does 
nothing to allay the uneasiness 
felt over the apparent reluctance 
to put first things first, and the 
Public will not be satisfled with 
Mmanceuvres of this sort, apparently 
designed to lull it info a com- 
placent satisfaction while the 
major questions remain untackled. 
‘The rickshaw hag been put in 
front of the coolie, and it would 
be better for the’ Control Board 
to reverse the process with all the 
speed it may. 











A PARADOX

middle of March there are signs 
that the slow process of recovery 
has been maintained throughout 
the world, though its extent at the 
moment is not sufficient to do more 
than justify a hope that it will be 
maintained. Conditions in the gold 
bloc countries are still hanging 
fire, and the situation in the United 
Stales still full of uncertainty, but 
the world in general has reaped 
the benefit of comparatively stable 
intemational exchanges for some 
months past. There is not, how- 
ever, sufficient reason for undue 
Jubilation, for it may be doubled 
Whether the present policies of 
governments may not in the long 
Tun postpone full recovery by their 
Present schemes of organizing 
scarcity. Generally speaking the 
‘only process which is being follow~ 
ed throughout the world demands 
that the producer shall be kept in 
being by control of prices, while 
the universal condition of ‘glut is 
to be dealt with, not by Improving 
methods of disiribution and the 
fostering of an expanded demand, 
but by the new economies of sear 
city. Tin can be produced half as 
cheaply in the Malay States es it 
can in Bolivia, nevertheless the 
market “must be controlled so as 
to maintain the Bolivian source of 
supply. Canada whose production 
of newsprint is cheaper and more 
‘abundant than that of any other 
country in the world, sees her 
output curtailed by the rules and 
regulations of consuming countries, 
Corn which can be grown in the 
Great wide open spaces of the 
‘world, must be produced on ex= 
Pensive land at a high labour cost 
in climates where the soil ould 
more suitably be used for other 
things. “The same applies to in~ 
dustrial products and there is every 
indication that the quota schemes 
are gradually stifting the pro- 
ductive world until there is pre- 
sented the picture of an attempt 
to resolve the paradox of poverty 
in the midst of plenty by getting 
vid of the the Iatter. 

Quotas can never be a per~ 
manent solution of the difficulties 
which face the world at the present 
time. “At the very best they can 
only be regarded as a temporary 
expedient for individual cases. 
‘Therein they may serve a useful 
purpose, but it is manifest that 
the service they render can and 
should be only temporary and that 
to elevate the policy of restriction 
to a doctrine of universal extent is 
to do something the results of 
which cannot help but be untor- 
tunate, ‘There is the grave danger 
that restriction in the form of 
quotas may lead to developments 
likely further to injure the indus- 
trial fabric of the world, In the 
case of Germany inability to find 
foreign exchange for the purchase 
of raw materials abroad has made 
one of her leaders threaten the 
Possibility of the whole nation 
investigatiig the question of sub- 
stitutes. The indiscriminate fixa- 
tion of quotas may very well lead 
to the same result, in. which event 
the glut in raw materials which 
exists at the present moment will 
be intensifed by the reduced 
demand for them. These controls, 
therefore, no matier how necessary: 
they may be from the temporary 
point of view of expediency, have 
about them qualities which may 
bring about their ultimate destruc 
tion in a general falling off in 
demand for the very goods which 
the quotas were designed to pro- 
tect. There are those, who point 
with scorn to the fact that human 
intelligence allows a state of affairs 
to exist in which, despite the over 
production of foodstuffs and other 
raw materials, there are vast 
areas throughout the world where

in an appalling light. The fact 
is that humanity is not to blame. 
[Mankind has never been the 
‘master of economi@ laws, but their 
servant. They are not a creature 
‘of his own fashioning, though by 
‘his subserviance to them he has 
‘succeeded in fastening the shackles 
‘around himself in a manner which 
will take considerable shaking off. 
‘Caught then in a vicious system 
man is apparently endeavouring to 
Use expedients, the only good thing 
about which’ is thelr imper- 
Tanence, to emerge from tha tolls 
in which he finds himselt. 

He may succeed. That depends 
entirely upon how long he is pre- 
Pared to handle thechancy weapon 
with which he has armed himself. 
‘The curtailment of production is 
‘Ro permanent cure for present-day 
evils, The remedy really appears 
to be in the realization of the fact 
that industrially man is the victim 
‘of an uneven development in which 
practically everything possible has 
‘been done to increase production 
without adequate attention having 
been paid to the equally important 
tasks of securing proper distribu- 
tion and stimulating demand. It 
is doubtful, if the former were 
adequately” developed, whether 
there would be any great necessity 
for doing much work with regard 
to the latter. Whether the whole 
sale manufacture of “costless” 
money—which would appear be- 
cause of that adjectival reason 
also to be valucless—would do 
much to retieve present-day dis- 
tresses is not at all clear. There 
fare somé who believe in this most 
ingenious scheme as a means of 
‘pening the doors to the millenium, 
When the Lion will lie down with 
‘the amb, and both live as con- 
fried vegetarians. There are 
others who contend that reduction 
{in costs, and not increase in prices, 
is the best means of solving the 
problem, but no one seems to have 
evolved a method which has about 
it even the superficial promises of 
success. That there is something 
wrong with the state of a world 
in which abject poverty can exist 
fn the midst of a superabundance 
‘of wealth is abundantly clear. It 
fs almost as plain that present 
methods, though undoubtedly 
securing some small amount of 
relief, are not only incapable of 
ultimately bringing about all that 
it is desired to attain, but may have 
about them inherent defects 1ikely 
to militate against that permanent 
development which the world so 
keenly needs. It is an interesting 
Subject for speculation as to how 
far these unorthodox species have 
assisted in the partial rehabilita- 
tion which the world at present is 
witnessing, or whether the change 
hhas not come about despite them. 
That would, of course, lead n0- 
where, for no amount of thought on 
the matter can possibly prove con 
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clusive, but it is clear that these 
remedies are somewhat dangerous 
and will have to be dropped at the 
eatliest convenient moment. 
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OPIUM REFORM 
June 12, 

It is a great pity, but never- 
theless true, that it is impossible to 
be impressed either by the latest 
Sovernment pronouncements on the 
subject of opium, or the sugges- 
tions “which have been put for- 
ward by the National Anti-opium 
Association to the Central authori- 
les. “That is because they are 
Generally lacking in that degree of 
Sincerity which would be the best 
indication of a real determination 
to handle a trafic which is in- 
creasing in its menace to the whole 
country, and saturating it in an 
‘abuse ‘which must give thoughtful 
people much cause for anxious 
meditation. ‘Thus the National 
Anti-Oplum Association in. their 
Petition to the Central authorities 
‘struggle manfully with the mote 
in the eyes of other countries in 
the Pacific, allege that Japan and 
colonial countries are aiding and 
abetting the spread of opium among 
the Chinese for the purpose of 
subjugating that unhappy people, 
and then go on to allege that if 
there is a beam in the Chinese eye 
in this matter, the size of it may be 
considerably ' exaggerated. After 
which there is the admission that 
opium is being planted in this 
country. One of the disadvantages 
under ‘which the Chinese reformer 
in this matter labours is that he 
cannot concentrate on his side of 
the question, but is more concern- 
ed with what people in other parts 
of the world are doing, as if China 
were not producing enough opium 
to fil all her needs and consider- 
ably over. The proposal to 
establish an Opium-Suppression 
Planning Committee, including for- 
el and Chinese experts, sounds 
all very well, but it is doubtful 
whether foreigners will consent to 
take part in a proceeding which 
hhas about it all the prospects of 
ultimate failure. Foreign ex- 
periences in the investigation of 
the culture of opium have not 
been too fortunate, and history 
shows that, where they have engag- 
ed in such investigation, they have 
bbeen misled by the connivance of 
the very authorities they were 
doing their best to serve, as 
witness the foreign commission 
which years ago, after a tour of 
China, “ solemnly affixed thei 
signatures to a report that the 
country was free of the poppy. 
‘They had seen none because it was 
destroyed before their steps and 
replanted after they had passed. 

Proposals such as these merely 
beat the empty afr, and it is here 
suggested that not one proposition 
for the elimination of opium from 
China has ever been put forward 
‘which had about it the necessary 
ingredients making for success. In 
other countries it has been proved 
that it “is impossible to obtain 
national sobriety by Act of Parlia- 
ment, and China is proving the 
impossibility of extinguishing 
opium” addiction by similar 
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‘methods. The root causes of the 
‘opium menace penetrate so deeply 
‘into what passes for the economics 
of this country that reform is not 
to be found “in the passage of 
severe legislation which ignores 
first causes, but in the complete 
rehabilitation of the methods by 
which the interior finds the money 
it does for the maintenance of 
‘whatever government it possesses. 
So long as militarists, who still 
‘control vast areas of this land, 
have to find their wealth in the 
way they do, so long as the 
peasantry are burdened with legal 
and illegal taxation which they are 
at present paying in the most 
tragic circumstances, so long as no 
mote revenue can be raised by 
legitimate labour, so long will the 
inducement to grow opium exist. 
‘Add to this the fact that all this fs 
recognized by the very men whose 
exactions are ruining the country, 
and that some of them at least 
deliberately encourage the cultivi 
tion of the poppy for the purposes 
of revenue, it becomes apparent 
that reform can no longer be 
ected from the passage of pious 
resolutions or the enactment of 
Severe legislation, but only from a 
complete change of the whole of 
China’s financial system. The 
farmer has to live. To do that he 
hhas to pay the relatively enormous 
sums for the privilege of being 
able to wrest a meagre sustenance 
‘out of the soil which repeated 
exactions have not yet taken from 
him, and the only means of doing 
so in the larger part of China is 
to grow opium, thousands of tons 
of it per annum, 

‘The solution to the problem 
thus presented is apparent. It is 
found in the policy of the Nanking 
Government which calls for rural 
Fehabilitation. It demands the 
relief of the peasantry and the 
larger farmers from the intolerable 
burdens of taxation which have 
been laid upon them with neither 
rhyme nor reason, except, perhaps, 
the desire to. maintain ‘unwieldy 
bodies of inefficient soldiery and 
to wrest the last copper from the 
People they hold in such tragic 
economic subjugation. Enough has 
appeared in the columns of this 
journal from time to time to show 
that the resort to poppy cul 

















tion in a large part of China has 
been a counsel of despair on the 
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part of the poor people thus obliged 
to grow it, Tt may be argued that 
this contention must of necessity 
postpone effective dealing with this, 

and ead to its con- 
for an unconscionably 
long period. Unfortunately, that 
may be true, but every attempt to 
deal with the matter has been 
somewhat along the lines of a 
physician who has sought to 
suppress his patient’s rash, without 
endeavouring to remove ‘the root 
causes of that distressing symptom. 
‘Those attempts have been just as 
successful and have betrayed just 
‘as much understanding of the facts 
of the trouble. This is, howe 
cerlain—no movement to eradicate 
the poppy in China can have last- 
Ing suecess which does not take 
into consideration the lamentable 
condition of the agriculturist and 
the great temptation there is to 
alleviate his lot by indulgence in 
a practice which, {t might even be 
held, to endeavour to suppress in 
present circumstances would be 
‘unjust. Legitimate husbandry can- 
not pay the imposts which it 
4s called upon to meet, other 
and more profitable crops have 
to be raised to fill an in- 
satiable maw with money, and 
such a crop is opium. ‘There is 
something to be said for the con- 
tention that by endeavouring to 
wipe out addiction and thus re~ 
moving demand, the supply would 
stop coincidentally, but repression 
has not wiped it out in the past 
and there is no real likelihood that 
it will in this present day. It is 
not intended to lay the present 
tragic state of affairs at the door 
of the present government. It 
‘would be unfair to do so, for this 
opium evil is the unhappy legacy 
of decades of misrule. That 
the Central Authorities are striving 
to do something to mend matters 
{s to thelr credit, but the more the 
question is studied the more the 
conviction must be established that 
it is only by the eradication of root 
causes that real amendment can 
be effected.

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ADDERS DISAPPEAR 


Adders are getting scarcer in Eng- 
tand—thanks to the owl. ‘The owl 
feeds on baby lizards. The slow 
killing of the lizard population is 
causing the death by starvation of 
half the young poisonous English| 
adders born every year. According| 
to the Zoological Society, adders can 
be found in the New Forest and on 
the Quantock Hills. But they have| 
now become so rare that America, 
Germany and other foreign countries 
‘are paying high prices for live speci~ 
mens for exhibition, There is a 
Woodsman in the New Forest, Hants 
whose occupation throughout the 
year is to trap live adders and other 
Snakes, He sends them to the Lon- 
don Zoo, where some are used to 
‘ornament with their natural colour- 
ing the reptile rockery during the 
summer; others are exported on re- 
‘quest, Already this year he has 
caught 50 snakes, including adders. 
Last year he caught 200. He says 
they are gelting scarcer inthe forest. 


ILL-ADVISED 


No one will gainsay the correct- 

ness of the view expressed by Sir 

- John Simon that it is the incontest- 
‘able right of every government to 
expel foreign journalists, just os it 
Is the indisputable privilege of pub- 
Me opinion in various foreign coun- 
fries to maintain judgment and for- 
mulate conclusions in the matter of 
such expulsion, But though — gov- 
srnments have such an incontestable 
right it is one which should be used 
‘with the greatest possible _circum~ 
spection. A journalist who does not 
see eye to eye with the government 
of the country to which he has been 
sent, is bound at times, no matter 
how fair he may try to be, to write 
Ina manner likely to arouse the 
ire of those in control. If they are 
Ml-advised enough to proceed to such 
lengths as expulsion, the impression 
that the journalist is being persecut- 
ed and deprived of the right to free 
‘dom of expression does the expelling 
Kovernment more harm in the long 
run than the writings of the Jour- 
nalist could ever have done. Public 
‘opinion 1s apt to make snap juda-

SHANGHAI RENTS 


In spite of the extensive building 
activities in Shanghai which is result 
fog in big apartment houses and 
blocks of flats rising before one's 
eyes almost daily the high standard 
of rents is being steadily maintained. 
‘Apparently, housing and flat accom- 
modation as far as Shanghai is con- 
cerned is one of the few things not 
regulated by the ordinary law of 
supply and demand. In fact, there 
are. instances where, rent increase 
have been hung on the tenant on 
account of the silver situation 
though terms of tenancy have 
Apitely laid down a fixed dollar-tael 
rate which no form of mathematics 
ican legitimately change. ‘Still, there 
fre a few rays of sunshine in a situa- 
tion which seems to rest entirely on 
how much ean be taken from the 
tenant's pocket. One reader took. 
over a recently-completed house at a 
very modest rental and signed a lease 
and advanced the first month's rent. 
‘A-month later, he was agreeably. 
surprised to receive a letter from the 
owners stating that having received 
‘the complete accounts from the con- 
tractors they had been able to. fx 
a definite cost for the houses and as 
2 result his rent would be reduced 
by nine dollars a month to coincide 
with the rental which could be rea- 
sonably charged for the house.

pete with the northern ports, by de- 
Neloping Hulutao as a “free port” 
Carriage rates on shipments travers- 
ing the whole of Jehol would be| 
high, and rates to Dairen would make 
that port too expensive a proposition.

Tienisin, it must pass through Hulu- 
tao, and’ it is probably for this rea- 
‘son that the Peipiao line is one of the 
first to be linked up with Jehol oF 
Chengteh.

‘They point out that if 
the Japanese can in any way assure| 
direct communications with even only|

Forelgers who have visited Jehol 
also declare that the work of con-| 
solidation throughout ‘that country, 
appears to be proceeding along care 
fully drawn up plans, and whilst ft 
fs obvious that these plans were| 
originally drawn up by the military, 
they are now being carried out with 
the ald of civilian experts, and part 
of the activities in the province have 
been definitely diverted to the econo- 
‘mis and commercial development of 
the country. 

‘Available Routes to Sehot 

It was found dificult to discuss 
matters with the Chinese there. 
‘Whilst, visitors’ movements are un- 
restricted, there is the surveillance| 
that Is invariably exercised by the: 
Japanese in any area where these par- 
‘cular conditions prevail. The journey 
to Jehol from Peking is not hedged 
round with any particular dimeulties, 
but so far no. forelgner known in| 
Peking, has succeeded in making the 
trip to Jehol and back via the Luan| 
River. ‘There is no question of any. 
refusal, but there is a constant post- 
ponement of the suilable period for 
making the river trip, and the long 
deferred departure eventually sends 
Jobservers back to China or Manchou- 
feo, by ear or aeroplane. 

‘The river rowfe is barred. 
The prevalence of bands, the 
nck “of boats, the difficulties 
‘attendant on the journey have all 
bbeen brought up. as excuses against 
its use, and. foreigners and Chinese 
alike Believe that there is some deep| 
reason for it. Possibly, it may be that 
the Japanese authorities wish to keep 
‘constant track of foreign visitors to 
this newly developed and acquired 
Province. This can only be done 
by Keeping them to the well defined 
roads that are only served by Japan-| 
ese cars and trucks, or to. the alr 
routes from Jehol back to Manchou-| 
Kuo. 

Tl is due to this lack of definite tn- 
formation regarding the activities of 
the Japanese throughout this province 
that nothing but uncertain. Informa- 
tion can be given regarding thelr 
plans or programme.

Dr. H. H. Kung Stresses Need 
For Rural Reform 


Nanking, June 4. 

Addressing the Memorial Service of 
the Central Party Headquarters this 
‘morning before five hundred senior 
Party members, including Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei, President of the Executive 
Yuan, Mr. Yeh Tsu-tsang, Chief 
Secretary of the Party Headquarters, 
‘Admiral Chen Chak, Director of the 
‘Naval Bureau, and many other cole- 
‘rities, Dr. H.-H. Kung, Vico-Pre- 

ident’ of the Executive Yuan and 
concurrently Minister of Finance, 
pointed out the urgent necessity of 
Fural. rehabilitation which, he said 
‘was the principal object for the cot 
vention "of the recent National 
Financial Conference. 

Dr. Kung stated that 80 per cent. 
Jof the Chinese population consists 





Jof peasants and” their welfare 
fs the welfare of the entire 
Chinese nation. Unfortunately, he 


observed, their conditions have been 
‘growing from bad to worse. Bandi- 
try, exorbitant taxes, and prevailing 
low foodstuff prices have brought 
them on the verge of bankruptcy. 
[impossibly high interest charged by 
lusurers have prevented them from 
obtaining even temporary reliet. 

‘Dr. Kung stressed the fact that 
the present rural distress is not 
necessarily caused by crop failures. 
}On the contrary many provinces had 
in 1983 the record harvest for many. 
years. Lack of adequate transporta- 
tion facilities and unequal distribu- 
tion, Dr. Kung. remarked must be 
Jcounted among the really underlying 
‘causes unfavourable to the rural 
situation. ‘The recent National Fin- 
ancial Conference attempted to re- 
medy the tax situation in order to 
Vighten the burdens of the farmers

Chan is well-known and respected in 
the Chinese and foreign communities 
alike. 

He was released this evening on 
a cash bond of $10,000, and will ap- 
pear to-morrow before the Magis- 
trate at 10 am. 

‘Mr. Chan was formerly compardore 
of the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank 
at Shameen, and first came into pro- 
minence in'1923 when, as chairman 
‘of the Canton Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce and commander of the 
merchant volunteers, he clashed with 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen." His corps, 
‘broken up after much bloodshed and 
destruction and’ Mr. Chan himselt 
‘was forced to leave Canton.

‘menacing insinations. For more than 
fa year atter this execution, there 
were frequent threats of vengeance 
fon account of this wholly imagined 
arlevance. 

Dragon-Waste, the place mentioned 
‘ag the location ‘at which communica~ 
tion could be established with the 
robbers and the $200,000 paid over, 
has been, for years, a place of 
unsavoury’ reputation. “That section 
has long been a bandit stronghold. 
‘A large number of the bandits who 
captured Yangehiachi and took | Mr. 
‘Vinson, marched over there from 
near this place, When that un- 
happy episode had come to its 
climax, many of the bandit horde 
gathered at Dragon-Waste and boast- 
‘ed of what they had done, “Dragon 
Waste” gives a very good description 
of the place, as well as expresses 
the meaning’ of the place-name in 
Chinese. Besides being a rendezvous 
for large number of bandits, it has 
suffered terribly trom robber raids, 

‘This blackmail letter was mailed in 
Panpu, the seat of government for 
‘Kuanyuin Hsien, which is about 
fitleen mites from Haichow. Accord- 
ing to what was written on the 
envelope, the letter came from a 
village not far trom Panpu, between 
Panpu and Dragon-Waste, and a 
village which has-a reputation that 
is not the best. 


Similar Letters to Chinese 

Blackmail letters similar to the one 
mentioned above are being constantly 
recelved by the Wealthy Chinese of 
this district, and what is more im- 
portant, the ‘bandits are constantly 
carrying out their threats. ‘This is 
the frst time the Presbysterian mis 
sionary. group has been singled out 
for such threats. Such letters in- 
dicate that much remains to be. done 
to relleve the Halchow section of its 
terrible bandit burden. 
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‘The present chaotic conditions in 
the district are not due to. unfaith- 
fulness on the part of the military 
forces who have been in charge of 
the Halchow District for, the tast 
few years, In the writer's opinion, 
this “district has never had a better 
trained and diselplined nor a more 
effective type of soldiers and officers 
than the soldiers and oMcers of the 
Salt Revenue Guards who now oceupy. 

"What 
is very much needed is a large i 
jerease in the number of the Revenue 
Guards located in the district.

With 
a sufficient force of troops, of the 
same type as those already’ occupy 
ing the field, at the task of bandit 
suppression in the Halchow District, 
fnot only would threatening letters 
cease, but the pillaging and kidnap- 
ping and burning and killing, which 
Keep the people terrorized all their 
days and. especially their nights, 
‘would soon give place to the reign 
of law. 

With the development of the Har 
bour Works at Hsukow and the marked 
improvement of the Lunghai  Rail- 
‘way, the Haichow District is becom- 
ing more and more important. This 
district is also a source of large 
revenue for the Government. The 
Yevenue collected by the Salt Ad- 
ministration in this section is no 
‘small sum. When the amount of 
this revenue is considered, this sec- 
ion certainly deserves full protec- 
fon. “It also goes without saying, 
that the suppression of bandites 
would greatly increase the revenue 
derived from the territory. 

"Those in charge of the Salt Ad- 
ministration. are. encouraging, and 
‘assisting in the building of roads and 
the establishing of telephone systems 
Throughout the district, and has 
helped very much in the control of 
banditry and has made the available 
force of guards doubly efficient. If 
the road building projects and the 
telephone systems are enlarged so as 
to make the whole of the Haichow 
territory easily -accessible by motor 
car, a long step will have been talcen 
foward solving the bandit problem.

CANTON HOSPITAL'S 
CENTENARY 


Remarkable History of First. 
China Medical School 


Canton, June 4. 
‘The Canton Hospital is’ celebrating 
its 100th anniversary. It was found~ 
ed by Dr. Parker and claims to be 
the oldest institution of Western 
medicine in China. It claims also to 
be the frst institution in this country 
where surgery was ‘The 
/Rospital enjoys too the distinction of 
having Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the leader 
of the Chinese revolution, both as 
student and later as a practitioner. 

‘The hospital's history has been’ 
extraordinary... From a small begin~ 
fing, it has grown into one of the 
largest medical institutions in South 
Chins. Its early history as recalled. 
by old graduates records great hard~ 
[ships with which the institution was 
faced. When it was first opencd 
‘treatment was given free of charge, 
‘but for meny days there were no’ 
patients as the public was dublous; 
Shout the “foreign devils” and their| 
medicines. When medical students 
were enrolled, teaching was found to 
be extremely dimcult on account of 
the lack ‘of textbooks written in the| 
Chinese language. There was no| 
printing press and translated medical 
books could only be. printed on 
wooden” blocks. Nevertheless, good 
Progress was made despite the 
Various obstacles and the work 
Droved to be a success. 

In 1875 the first major operation 
was performed. Ether was used as| 
jearly as 1847. ‘In 1869 the frst wo- 
men students were enrolled.

MERITS OF BRITISH 
ARMY METHODS 


Gen. Yang Chieh’s Praised 
and Enthusiasm 
Front Oun Own Cossesronoes 


London, June 7. 
General Yang Chieh, head of the 
Chinese Military Mission, which has 
just concluded a tour of England in- 
/specting military, naval and air force 
Jestablishments, " waxed extremely 
enthusiastic over the results of his 
sojourn in England when interviewed | 
by your correspondent to-day prior 
{to his departure for the Continent. 

He spoke with great enthusiasm of 
the pleasantness of his trip and the 
kindness extended to him everywhere 
jin England, and declared that he had 
Jcbtained an extensive insight into the 
‘workings of the British Army, Navy 
and Air Force. 


‘The Chinese, he said, always knew 
that the British Navy was incom- 
parable, as he had found by visiting. 
[the baitle-cruiser Nelson, but they 
fancied that the British “Army was 
Jess notable. During his tour of Eng- 
land,. however, he had been amazed 
the perfection, precision and dis- 
cipline of the British Army, combined 
with its Mexibility and eMeiency, 


Contrast to French Army 
‘The performances of British tanks 
also drew the admiration of General 
Yong Chieh. 

Contrasting the British army with 
the French, the General said he saw 
greater freedom and less rigidity. in 
the latter, possibly due to the fact 
that the ‘French army were com- 
posed mainly of conscripts whereas 
the British army comprised profes- 
sionals. 

He did not express an opinion in 
regard to the relative excellence of 
two systems. 

‘Referring to Germany, General 
Yang said that the German’ army had 
fully recovered its pre-war vigour 
and efficiency. He commented on 
the tron discipline and the prevalence 
of the military spirit in that country. 

Soviet Soldiers 

Speaking of Herr Adolf Hitler, the 
German Chancellor, to whom 
introduced by German ex-advisors 
to China, General Yang declared he 
nad “previously pictured the Nazi 
leader as a bellicose fire-eater, but 
actually found him extremely paci- 
fc, broad-minded and cultured. 

‘Turning to Soviet Russia, he said 
he was impressed with the formid- 
able appearance of the Red Army.

Shopkeepers Strike 


For twenty-four hours recently the 
prineipal streets ot Huchow presented 
| that bleak appearance usually seen

that the streets ‘must be cleared 
‘of obstructions, especially the boxes 
and goods which many shops kept 
in front of their premises and the 
peddlers who had appropriated great 
parts of the streets for their business. 
Four policemen, sent out to enforce 
‘orders, had a row at one shop: neigh- 
bouring shopkeepers and bystanders

Interesting recommendations

‘The petition begins by pointing out 
that opium suppression was not only’ 
‘advoeated by the late Party leader 
(Dr, Sun Yat-sen) but is also part 
‘of the Party programme. Unless th 
‘opium evil” is first eradicated, the 
task of resistance. against foreign 
‘ageression” and strengthening the 
‘country cannot be achieved. 

‘The Japanese as well as colonial] 
authorities in the South Seas, in 
thelr desire to subjugate the Chinese | 
‘race, have resorted to various means 
to sid and abet the spread of the 
‘opium evil among the Chinese, the, 
‘message states, But conditions in 
Chis country itselt are not encourar- 
ing. ‘Though the remark of ‘the 
‘American delegate to. the Opium 
‘Advisory, Conference recently held| 
at Geneva that the production of 
opium in China is seven times grea-| 
ter than the total production of 
‘opium in the rest of the world may 
be exaggerated, yet the fact that 
‘opium is being planted in this coun- 
try cannot be. denied. 

While the Government is strongly| 
jetermined to stamp out the opium 
evil in the country, the militarists in 
the various provinces are taking 
advantage of present conditions to 
ine thelr purses. Opium, monopolies 
are being advocated ostensibly for 
the purpose of suppressing the evil. 
It is to be feared that if these were 
permitted, the income accruing from 
this source would be limited while 
the harm to the country would be| 
inestimable.

Planning Committee 

In order that the aim of the Gov- 
ernment to effect the total suppres- 
sion of opium smoking may be 
achieved, ‘the message recommends 
that an Opium-Suppression Planning 
Committee be organized by 
government. Both foreigners and 
Ghinese experis should be invited to 
serve on the committee. Representa~ 
tives of Foreign Powers, which are 
hot directly interested in the opium 
‘question, should also, be invited to 
participate in its work.

Radical Chinese Plan Meets 
Approval from Many 
Prost Oon Own Comesrosoext 


Hongkong, June 4. 
‘A “Gen. Hugh Johnson" with "a! 
jbrand new “NRA” has appeared 
here in the person of ‘Mr. Huang 
‘Kwang-tien, Chairman of the Cham-| 
‘ber of Commerce, who has drawn’ 
up ten proposals for the recovery of 
trade in Hongkong. 

His plan appears tobe well 
received by th@Chinese and foreign 
community here. Among the high! 
Tights of his plan are local produc 
tion of agricultural products _and| 
‘meat, better means for fishing, reduc~ 
tion of ‘water rates and Crown rent, 
through traffie on the Canton-Han-_ 
kow and the Canton-Kowloon Rail 
ways. and 2 lower Chinese import 
tari 

‘The plan calls for production of 
sufleient foodstuffs in'the New Ter~ 
Fitories, so that Hongkong can feed 
Its own people without letting money. 
‘out of the Colony. ‘The New Terri 
tories are suitable for all kinds of 
agriculture, and the farmers there 
ean make a living by growing more 
rice and vegetables. 

‘At the same time, the plan also 
suggests. that animal husbandry 
should be encouraged, so that the 
‘meat supply may be available locally. 
‘At present pigs, chickens, and cows! 
fare imported from Hoihow, Kwang- 
chowwan, and Wuchow. ‘Improve- 
ment of ‘Ashing by modern | means! 
would catch more fish, as fishermen 
at present use old fashioned me- 
thods. 

"The Hongkong Government, ac- 
‘cording to this recovery scheme, is 
asked to reduce water rates and 
Crown rents. ‘The water rate was 
recently reduced by. ten per cent. 
but the public desires a further re- 
duction, this supply being free some 
years ago. Crown rents should be| 
Feduced in view of the general de-| 
‘crease in the cost of living. 


Stop Sale of Crown Lots 

‘The local authorities will also be 
‘asked tg stop selling Crown lots, be- 
cause tf increase of land means: 
more houses. Such increase is un 
desirable when the price of real 
estate is going down. ‘The Govern- 
ment is asked to suspend the sale 
‘or rather 99 years’ lease of Crown 
land for a period of two years. 

Furthermore, the Colonial autho- 
ritles are expected to permit the use 
‘of government lots in Sumshulpo, 
Licheekok and other places on 
the Kowloon Peninsula. ‘The plan. 
suggests that these lands be leased to 
handicraft workers free from rent 
for three years. All the petty in- 
dustrlalists have to do is to. built 
shed on the empty lot, and then a 
‘small factory will be functioning. 

Such an objection is foreseen by 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce. 
Canton will be connected with Han- 
kow by 1996, as the Ministry of 
Railways has floated for construction | 
purposes bonds amounting to| 
£1,400,000 secured on the British 
Boxer Indemnity Funds and made a 
further appropriation of » $5,000,000 | 
from the proceeds of the American | 
wheat and cotton Joan. Nanking 
plans to bring prosperity to Canton. 
by completing the railway, and Can- 
ton does not want to hand away this 
privilege to Hongkong. 

Except for this ratlway item, the 
recovery plan is believed sound in| 
many quarters.

150 DIE IN SECOND CANTON 
RIVER EXPLOSION 


Canton, June 6. 

‘The second river tragedy in three

IN HONAN 


Burdens on Taxpayers to be 
Lessened_ 
Frost Our Own Contsoxons? 


Kaifeng, June 9, 

‘Mr, Li Wen-hao, finaneisi commis- 
sioner of the province. who went fo 
Nanking to attend the Nantional 
Finance Conference, has returned to 
the city. He has siated to the local 
press that the main resolutions, adopt- 
fed by the conference, are to lighten 
the burden of the people, adjust the 
land tax, and abolish all '‘miscellane- 
ous taxes, and that the $4,000,000, 
Which the Honan Provincial Govern- 
ment supplies the Central Govern- 
ment very year during these fe 
Years, may be abolished in the near 
‘huture. 

‘The miscellaneous taxes in Honan

‘but not yet signed.

Entire Japanese Nation

Tokyo, June 4 

Japan was steeped in national 
mourning to-day with banks, Gov: 
ernment offices, shops and theatres 
closed, and all ‘lags at half mast, as 
funeral services in the Shinto rites 
were held tor the late Fleet Marshal 
Marquis Heihachiro Togo. 

‘The remains of the famous navy 
Admiral, who was _Commander-in- 
Chief of the Asiatic Fleet during the 
Kusso-Japanese War, was conducted 
from the Togo residence, Sanban 
Sireot, ojimachi Ward,’ to the 
Miblya chapel before ten ‘o'clock in 
the morning. 

‘The chapel was decorated with 
biack and white bunting, and nun- 
dreds of floral wreaths presented by 
Government leaders, naval attaches 
of foreign powers, ‘commanders ot 
forelgn warships in the Asiatic 
Station, and other high dignataries. 
Princes of the blood and speci: 
messengers rom the smperor, ie 
Empress and the Empress Dowager 
viewed the remains. 

‘After the services at the chapel, 
the funeral corteye proceeded to 
Tama Cemetery where the body 
will be interred in such a position 
that the face of the former naval 
hero will look towards the Imperial 
Palace.

‘A report on the alleged corruption 
fs to be made by the ‘Minister of 
Justice, Mr. M. Koyama, in the next 
few days. 

‘Mr. Takahashi's resignation, it was 
believed, would precipitate resigna- 
fon of ‘the entire Cabinet and the 
Premier, Viscount M. Saito, is re- 
Ported to be making an attempt to 
induce Mr. Takahashi to remain in 
office. 

Political circles believed the Em- 
peror would instruct Viscount Saito 
to form another Cabinet if the cur- 
rent Cabinet is forced to resign.

Long Term Bus Franchises Given 
in Return for Investment 


Chinkiang, June 11, 
With a view to promoting the de- 
velopment of communications in the 
province, investment of private 
capital in the construction of high 
jways in Kiangsu province is invited 
by the Kiangsu Provincial Govern+ 
ment. 

Private interests which undertake 
the building of highways either by 
making loans to the provincial gove 
lernment or by bearing the cost them- 
selves, will be given trom five to 30 
years” franchise for operating an 
Jomnibus service on the highway con- 
cerned. Loans made to the Provin« 
cial Government will bear interest at 
six por cent. per annum, and will be 
duly amortized. Where’ construction 
costs are directly borne by the private 
interests, such outlay will not be re~ 
funded, but a long-term — franchise 
will be granted, 

During the period of the franchise, 
the private interests concerned will 
be required to remit to the Provincial 
Government annually a sum ranging 
from three to fifteen per cent. of 
their total earnings. On the ‘ex- 
piration of the fanchise, the immov- 
fable assets of the highways will be 
taken over by the provincial govern- 
ment. The omnibuses will remain 
the property of the owners or sold to 
the provincial government—Kuo 
Min.

Heretofore, if any one planted a tree, 
he never ‘knew when some one 
would come by and cut it down. If 
2 complaint was lodged a the 
erson who cut it, that complaint 
had to go through the local police 
and that involved a fee, with small 
‘expectation of getting redress. For 
this reason no complaints" were 
lodged and no trees were planted. 
‘Now the police will be made respon- 
sible for the protection of the trees 
{in the locality, and have already 
learned from experience that unless 
they perform their duties to the sat-

NORTH CHINA CABLES 
HANDED OVER 
Companies Relinquish Lines 
to Government 


‘Shanghai, June 6. 

‘The submarine cables from Shang- 
hai to North China have been’ 
handled over to the Chinese Autho- 
tities by _the Great Northern and 
Eastern Extension Telegraph Com- 
panies, which have worked these 
cables ever since they were laid. In 
future the cables will be operated 
by-the Chinese ‘Telegraph Adminis- 
tration. 

‘The cables were laid in 1900 just 
after the Boxer Rebellion. Prior to 
the rebellion Peking, Tientsin and 
other northern points were connect- 
‘ed telegraphically with Shanghai by 
land lines only, but during the revolt 
the land lines were more or less 
destroyed, with the result that North 
China was cut off telegrapbically 
from the rest of China and from the 
outside world—a ‘state of affairs 
‘which was of serious inconvenience 
lsepecially to the foreign Legations 
‘at Peking and to the business com- 
munities there and at ‘Tientsin. 

In these very critical circumstances 
the Great Northern and Eastern Ex- 
tension Telegraph Companies came to 
the rescue and offered the Chinese 
Government to re-establish  telegra~ 
phic communication with North 
China by using all the spare cable 
they had in stock locally for the pur- 
pose of laying a cable from Shang- 
hat to Chetoo and Tientsin (Taku). 
Agreements were quickly concluded 
between the Chinese Telegraph Ad-/ 
ministration ord the cable companies, 
‘and the cables were laid in the 
Summer and sutumn ot 1000 

‘These agreements have now  ex- 
plred, and. in accordance with the 
Chinese Government's wish, the 
cables have been handed over to the 
Government to be worked by the 
Telegraph Administration, 

‘Naturally, it is with a certain 
measure of regret that the Compan 
{es give up the working of these 
cables, which have been in their 
hands for 34 years, it was stated by 
@ high representative yesterday. At 
the same time the Companies feel 
‘with satisfaction that during these 
4 years they Lave rendered very 
valuable services to the various 
Governments, including the Chinese 
Government, snd to the business 
communities of Shanghai, Tientsin, 
Peking and other places in the 
North of China by providing a first 
class telegraph service connecting 
these places. ‘That they have done 
so, has been acknowledged from 
many sides, ond it is a source of 
‘great gratifeation to the: Companies 
that, particularly during the last few 
days, they have received many ¢: 
pressions of satisfaction with the 
service they have provided.

Reports Expedition’s Difficulties: New Life Movement} 
Little Understood

‘Tachienlu, W. China, May 11. 
Mrs. Jack Young, the Chinese- 
American lady with the Gong Ga 
Expedition, made a return ‘solo trip 
from the ‘expedition’s base camp at 
‘Yulongshi, arriving in Tachientu 
some days ago. With three young 
Tibetan maidens as an escort she 
crossed the Jaazla in a heavy snow- 
storm and when she arrived in the 
city appeared none the worse of her 
solo adventure, She reports that the 
expedition is having very hard times 
trapping wild birds and wild game 
alive. ‘They have some success in 
eatching them but after a few days 
lose confinement the birds somehow 
Sicken and die, This is most dis- 
rouraging as the expedition’s ambi- 
tion Is to secure live birds for the 
Zoological Gardens in Nanking and 
‘America. We now hear they are on 
‘a bear trail and hope, if possible, to 
got some live bears. ‘The two bears 
which Jack Young took home last 
year have safely ‘reached New York 
fand were placed in the gardens there. 
‘The expedition is eager to capture 
live cubs and have them transported 
to Shanghai. Some Tibetan porters 
who arrived to-day had the misfor~ 
tune to have a live bird die on the 
way down. However, they have two 
magnificent ‘Mbetan’dogs with them 
whieh look in very fine condition.” 
‘The passes are snowing up and 
crossing them at the present time 
Is not easy as heavy snow may be 
encountered any day. ‘The Jaazela 
fs over 16,000 feet high and is fre- 
quently wind swept. Unlike the 
‘passes leading due west, the Joazela 
has plateau on the top, probably 
‘ive miles long, which makes it most 
dangerous should a blizzard come 
howling down trom tt 
plex above. ‘The  Jaazela, ik 
Sandoln and the Zharals, is simply 
‘a gap in the great mountain ra 
Which begins to rise from the Chen 
tu plain and ends in the wide Asiatic 
steppes. Getting lve animals over 
there passes calls for considerable 
akiil ond patience and, without these. 
hunting along the frontier is merely 
love's Inbour lost.

In this as well as other sections 
Jot North Kiangsu feverish road build~ 
hhas been going on for several 
months and the prospect is now bright 
for reasonably good roads for quite 
jiong distances. In fact it is now pos- 
sible to drive from here to Shanghai, 
the ferrying of the Yangtze at Chin- 
kiang being the chief difficulty. 
‘About three months ago a new bus| 
road was opened to Yangchow, west

Hkiang- buses. Yesterday a new direct 
road’ to Yangcbow, on the east bank 
Jot the Grand Canai, was opened. This 
road has been worked to the middle, 
Jmaking a crown, but no surfacing has 
lbeen vatiempted. Excellent bridges 
Ihave been built, quite a credit to the 
Jengineers in charge. 

‘The government has recently order- 
Jed the building of an emergency land- 
ing fleld here and this has been done 
outside of the west gate of the city. 
[No planes have appeared so far. 

Launches Rate War 

At prosent a rate war is on between 
the thirteen launch companies running 
between this place and Chinklang, 
much to the speeding up of trafic 
Jand cheapening of the trip. For years| 
the combine has been pushing up the 
cost of tickets until they have been 
past all reason. It is to be hoped 
that officials will set a maximum price 
Jwhich may be charged and also insist 
jon a faster schedule. 

"The ‘finest wheat crop in years is| 
predicted if rains hold off long enough 
fio complete the harvesting. While 
this means low prices for grain it also| 
means no famine In a poor district, 
something to cause real rejoicing.

A set of regulation governing the 
employment of conviet labour for 
and reclamation work, newly drawn 
up by the Ministry of Judicial Ad~ 
ministration, hag been approved. by 
the Executive Yuan, and forwarded 
fo the Central Political Counell for 
record. 

‘According to these regulations, the 
Ministry of Judicial Administration 
may send able-bodied convicts, over 
20 years of age, to the frontier prov- 
inces for reclamation purposes 
‘Militery offenders may be similarly 
despatched by order of the Ministry 
lot War. 

‘The conviets, upon despateh to re 
Jclamation areas, may, if they desire, 
‘be accompanied by’ their families. 
‘Travelling expenses will be borne by 
the Government. 

in the early period of their 1 
jlamation work, the conviets will be 
‘kept in prisons.” Later, however, they 
may be allowed to live in “farm cot~ 
tages.” Seeds, fertilizers and farming 
implements will be furnished to them 
by’ the Government. 

‘Profits aceruing from the labour of 
the convicts will be turned over to 
‘the government. The conviets, how 
ever, will be remunerated, 

‘The period during which they wilt 
be put'on reclamation work will de 
pend on thelr term of imprisonment, 
‘Those ‘who achieve commendable re- 
sults may have their sentence reduced 
‘oF may be granted a special pardon 
by ‘the government, onthe recom~

Best Tradition Upheld In 
Olympic Games 


On Thursday afternoon the members 
pf the Shanghai Rotary Club, who 
held their usual tiffin reunion ‘at the 
‘Metropole Hotel, were entertained by 
‘Mr. Chester M. ‘Tobin, Activities Sec- 
retary of the Foreign YMCA, who 

ea most interesting address’ upon 
the Tenth Far Eastern Olympiad held 
recently in Manila, at’ whien Mr. 
‘Tobin acted us Honorary Advisor 10 
the Chinese Delegation, 

‘The speaker of the day, who was 
introduced by the President of ihe 
Club, Mr. Perey Chu, deplored the 
Political issues ‘which ‘had been im- 
Ported into the Games and. the 
consequent disruption of ‘the Far 
Eastern Athletic Association, 

Although "minor dificulties of 
management arose, stated Mr, ‘Tobin, 
sportsmanship and the calibre of 
athletic prowess displayed by the 
athletes of the four countries “com- 
peting is worthy of the highest praise. 
‘The Chinese Delegation of 178, in- 
cluding the officials and a few’ fol 
lowers of the Games, was the larg- 
est ever to represent China in ihe 
Far Eastern Olympics, and the 130 
‘actual athletes present’ were a group 
of which the Chinese could be very 
Proud. Not only did they conduct 
themselves in a most fitting manner, 
bbut they demonstrated that the Chic 
hese have as great possibilities in all 
forms of athletics as the youth of any 
other nation. As spirited and earn- 
est as was the competition of the 
‘track, fleld and court, they struggled 
in friendly rivalry as true sports- 
men. In the football and basketball 
games where the element of personal 
contact is so great, the games be- 
tween the Japanese and the Chinese 
were exceedingly well played, and 
ot a solitary incident of unsporls- 
‘manliike conduct ocpurred—a tremen- 
dous testimonial to the athletes and 
the coaches of these two countries” 

A Deplorable Incident 

“The question of amending the 
Constitution to eliminate the “unani- 
mouis clause’ for admission of new

PROPOSED 


New Model Will Be Safe, 
Sanitary, and Smart 


Af the present expectations of the 
shanghai Municipal Counell are ful- 
‘led, the International Settlement 
will ‘soon see a public rickshaw 
which will, as it were, take your 
breath away. 

Instead of the dirty, dilapidat- 
ed, uncomfortable contraption which, 
alas, is all too common on the 
streets of Shanghai to-day, it 
Is proposed to introduce a swanky, 
springy, eminently sanitary vehicle 
which could not help getting both 
the applause and the patronage of 
the community at large. 

Of course, plans are only tentative 
at present, but nevertheless quite 
‘definite ideas have been developed 
by the Rickshaw Control Board.

MONOPOLIES TOPIC OF 
LAWYER 


Dr. Kahn Discusses ‘Their 
Forms and History 


‘The various 





nd sundry ways In 
or associations itt 
restraint of trade, operate were In- 
terestingly explained by Dr, Rudolf 
Kahn, of Gray's Inn, at the Compara- 
ive Law School of ‘China on Satur 
day. Dr. Kahn particularly. diseus- 
sed the position of these associations 
under English Law. He sald, im part: 

“the principal varieties of associa 
ions in restraint of trade are, ac- 
cording to the methods applied: as- 
sociations imposing general terms and 
regulations upon the trade; xing 
selling prices absolutely, or minimum 
selling prices; portioning out the 
markels amongst the members, In 
sertain industries where work is al- 
‘otled by tender, associations may 
lecide upon which member shall ‘put 
in the lowest tender, on the under 
standing that the other members will 
receive compensation from the sue- 
cessful tenderer. A high form is the 
association with a common’ selling 
agency, whereby the members do not 
sell directly, but turn thelr output 
‘over to the’ common selling agency 
ln order {0 avoid under-cutting. 


‘There are associations regulating 
output, which may proceed in various 
ways, ‘They may either fix the out- 
ut of each member absolutely or may 
arrange that only a proportion of the 
lant of each member shall be work- 
€d during a period of depression. 
As it is very diffcult to fix in ad- 
vance the output of an industry, some 
more flexible arrangements are re- 
sorted to. “A common method is that 
each member pays a small fixed sum 
er unit of output into a pool, which 
{s divided up equally amongst the 
members. These pooling methods 
again vary immensely and most of 
the associations apply several of these 
methods simultaneously. 


Legal Aspects Complex 

“The broad problems involved in 
the legal treatment of the assocla- 
Hons are of a most singular nature, 
fand their solution must depend on 
the legal, soclological, political and 
economic’ theories prevalent from 
ime to time in a country. History 
‘seems to show that monopolistic com- 
inations were combated by the laws 
Jof most countries since the earliest 
times, and it is just this frequent 
recurrence of combating legislation 
Which suggests ‘the impossibility of 
stopping their victorious mareh. 
Coke's witty remark made with re: 
ference to monopolies in England that 
‘monopolies in times past were ever 
without law. but” never without 
friends’ is significant, 

“The cause of their continued exis 
tence is indeed deep rooted. Com: 
binations are the natural result of 
this same freedom of contract, free- 
dom of trade and. freedom of com: 
petition, in whose very name the law 
Js striving against combination. 
Holmes, the great American Judge, 
said; “It is plain from the slightest 
consideration of practical affairs, also 
from a mere superficial reading of 
industrial history, that free competi 
tion means combinations, and that the 
Organisation of the world, now going 
fn so fast, means an ever-increasing 
might and’ scope of combination,"

‘The Chinese Government has 
uolifed the Council that pupils of the 
Couneit’s Secondary Schools for 
‘Chinese will be allowed to partielpate, 
it they so desire, in the Government 
Joint graduation examinations for 

iddlo school students in Shanghai. 
‘Students who pass these examinations 
‘will qualify for admission to Chinese 

stitutions of higher learning on the 
same terms as those accorded 
[graduates of Government and private 
‘Chinese Secondary Schools, Hitherto 
pupils attending the Municipal Coun 
fil Schools have been unable to enter 
for the Chinese Government examina 
ton because the S.M.C. schools were 
Inot recognized by. the Ministry of 
‘Education, ‘This disability has now 
been removed.

‘Asa travelling man and one of 
the Sales fraternity, I go places and 
see things, For the past few years 
T have lived downtown so that 1 
would not have to be a regular 
customer of our local rotten trans- 
portation facilities, though T have 
Used them on and off for the past 
decade and more. However, rect 
ly. and for personal reasons T have 
had to move out to the wilds beyond 
Bubbling Well, and 1  supposo 1 
could classify myself as a neighbour 
‘of the Bus Company. I ambled 
through thelr premises recently and 
th have ‘nice garages for the 
Buses to sleep in. Being away from 
‘Shanghai so much it is not advisable 
for me to have go Tam now 
a tram or bus “hopper” depending 
upon which passing “green or yellow 
ean” has the least sardines. 

‘However, I read with’ interest 
your account of the meeting of the 
Public Utilities Committee of the 
‘Shanghai Munleipal Couneil in your 
Friday issue. I also perused the 
‘Municipal Gazette of the same issue 
to see which of the city fathers were 
on ‘the Job, Lo and behold, if T did 
not see that my old acquaintances 
Joe Carney and "Sun Lite” Harris 
were on the Public Utilities Com~ 
mittee) T have crossed. the Pacific 
‘with both of these estimable gentle 
men and know them pretty well— 
Dut during the past decade T never 
‘once saw either of them on a bus oF 
tram, Tt is possible that their fellow- 
‘worker, Brother Arnhold, who is also 
Interested in Buses has taken them 
for a private ride. They do use 
public tiekshaws once in while, and 
T suppose they are public utilities, 
though Twould prefix them with the 
word “dirty.” It's nice to know that 
the Commitiee is of the opinion that 
the public transportation facilities of 
‘Shanghai are antiquated and crowd- 

and that they may get around to 
doing something about it. In. fact, 
its very decent of them considering 
‘the fact that most of the public who 
use trams and buses, do not have a 
vote in Municipal elections. 

"For the convenience of the Public 
Utility Committee Td like to point 
out a few facts with regard to the 
Public Utilities “in some of our 
neighbouring cities, which I have 
recently visited, and whose trams, 
buses, rickshaws, taxis, and whatever 
they ‘have I have used enough to 
have formulated an opinion. 

“Take our next important neighbour 
to the South, Hongkong. ‘Their 
rickshaws have ‘hard tyres and are 
not so comfortable in that respect, 
but they are clean, kept in. good 
condition, the coolies dress and look 
better, eich rieshaw has a’ regulation 
plate ‘on it telling the proper fares, 
and they certainly are superior to 
‘Shanghai. ‘The trams are about in 
the same class as far as being anti- 
‘ques are concerned, but they are 
double-deckers and’ there is always 
fa seat. ‘The upstairs is frst class 
and the fare is 10 cents Hongkong 
Currency for any distance. Down- 
‘airs is third class and 5 cents. T 
have used them frequently when in 
Hongkong, and at rush ours, and 
Tve never had to hang on a strap. 
For service they are away ahead of 
our Shanghai trams. Take the buses. 
‘AIL seats face forward in Hongkong 
land there are two seats on eacn side 
sof the isle. This cuts down the 
amount of, standing room to a 
minimum, ‘The bus fare is 10 cents 
Hongkong Curreney for any distance, 
fand the chances of getting a seat are 
much better than in Shanghai. ‘The 
ferry service between Hongkong and 
Kowloon is tine and tne tare is 10 
‘cents. Kowloon has a fine bus ser~ 

































































vice and lots of buses. ‘The fare is 
10 cents for Ist class and 5 cents for 
3rd_class. In Kowloon there are 2 
‘or 3 fare sections on the buses. 
Hongkong has some taxis with taxi- 
meters so you do not get soaked a 
dollar for a minimum fare as we do 
here in Shanghai. 

‘Go on down to Manila, the ‘home 
of the baby taxi, for they have no) 
rickshaws and the horse-drawn carra~ 
‘matta is on the decline. ‘The city is 
full of baby Fords, Austins, and] 
Willys 77's. The minimum fare  is| 
10 centavoes and is increased by 5 
centavoes. ‘The fare from the Escolta 
to the Elks Club or Army and 
Navy. Club 1s 25 centavoes, or about 
‘38 cents Shanghal money. The re-| 
Jgular sized taxis are 15 centavoes and 
|S centavoes, ‘Then there are cars by 
the hour at the same hourly rate as 
in Shanghai. The troms or street! 
cars are the Jarge American type and) 
much faster and much more | com- 
fortable than the Shanghai ' cigar} 
boxes on wheels. The first-class fare 
‘was cut from 12 centavoes to 10 cen- 
jtavoes or 15 cents Shanghai money 
for any distance and with a trans- 
fer. “Second cass is 8 centavoes with 
@ transfer. ‘The Escolta, their main 
street, is narrower than Nanking 
Road, but they have one hour park- 
ing and taxis can cruise the streets. 
‘The horse-drawn vehicles interfere 
with trafe the same as the rieshaws| 
do here, but they are on the decline 
in the city proper, but are to be 
found in ample numbers on the out- 
skirts. T did not get to use the 
Manila Buses very much, but T did 
try out the ‘Taft Avenue buses, and 
they were large, roomy, and” com~ 
fortable, and. the fare was 10 cents (?)| 
‘At the main waiting stations or 
transfer corners in Manila, they have 
covered plaiforms for ' protection 
against sun ond rain, I have — not 
discovered any such ‘accommodation 
at St. George's which isquitea trac 
terminus In Shanghai. If its pouring 
rain oF extremely hot, the public be 
damned. 

'Now let's go over to Tokyo, where 
the rickshaw has been done away. 
Jwith, except a few for local colour: 
Jand ‘tourists, and they cost more 











than a taxi, The street car service 
is good, large cars, more room, 
faster, all one class, and the 


fare is T sen with a transfer, and 
‘that is less than 7 cents Shanghai 
money. In Kyoto the fare was 6 
sen with a transfer, “From one end 
of Tokyo to the other for 7 sen and 
@ seat. ‘Then Tokyo has a subway. 
‘You ean go trom the Mitsukoshi cor- 
ner on the Ginza way out to Asa- 
kusa for 15 sen in 15 minutes, 
and it's fast, clean, and comfortable. 
‘Most taxis ‘In ‘Tokyo are $0 sen 
taxi's, and I went from the Imperial 
Hotel to Asakusa for 50 sen, which 
is further than from the Bund to St. 
George's. ¥ cid not get to use the 
Buses in Tokyo much, but I did in 
Kyoto, Yokohoma, and Kobe, and as 
T recollect the fare was 10 sen, which 
fs less than 10 cents Shanghai cur- 
reney, and there were seats. 

‘Shanghai claims to be one of the 
reat cities of the world, and we are 
developing in nearly every respect, 
‘but in adequate public transportation. 
As far as Tecan see the trams are 
‘the same old cars that were being 
used 15 years ago that 1 know of. 
Once in’a witle one sees a new one 
that looks a little betler, but even 
they are obsclete in terms of mo- 
dern transportation. Even French 
town is replacing old trams with’ 
Sine new big cars that can show some 
speed. Years ago Mukden had a 
couple of old horse cars that rai 
from the SMR. station to the Chin- 
ese city, and the story goes that they 

1d been previously used in Toky 
‘and New York, and they no doubt 
could give the Shanghai trams of to- 
day a good race. I will say that| 
fone stands a better chance of getting 
‘a seat on a tram from Honan Road 
to St. George's than on a Bus. 


And the Buses—worse and more of 
it. ‘They run in bunches like bana- 
nas, and then a long wait until the 
next bunch. And what ‘about a 
training school for conductors, _and 
especially those on the No. 1. and 8 
routes? No. 9 and No. 10 are the 
dirty coolie routes. More 

buses loaded with 

Guctors run out of St. George's than 
anything else. And the No. 3 that| 
runs along Jessfield Road ought to 
be followed by a Public Health Van. 
Tt would be interesting to know if 
the City Fathers ever got out and 
rode on the buses and trams in rush 
hhours, to get some actual first hand 
information? The buses are built on 
the basis of 2 minimum of seats 
‘and a maximum of standing room. 
‘The Hongkong Buses have two en- 
‘trances, one forward by the driver 
‘and one on the side. Too much time 
is wasted at stops, for passengers in- 
side have to fight to get out, and 
boarding passengers have to fight to 
get on—and politeness does not 



































count. If one of our packed buses 


‘ever had a bod collision, followed by 
‘an explosion—who'd be to blame for 
the loss of life?—that's easy—the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council. “Buses 
coming from Jessfield Park are 
many times loaded by the time they. 
get to St. George's. So far I've had 
fone ride in the double-decker and 
ts worth the four extra coppers, but 
everyone else has found that out 
ff they can get up there. The double- 
deckers should certainly have two 
‘entrances or exits.

‘The clergy are now permitted to 
exercise their sacred office, but ia 
view of medisval ignorance of the 
‘masses in Russia itis necessary that the 
leaders should try to dispel some of 
the childlike religious superstition of 
the people, which, in thelr. opinion,| 
can most ‘effectively be done by 
anti-religious propaganda. That many 
of the leading members of the Com- 
‘munist party are not themselves en- 
tirely “godless” is evidenced from. 
the number of Soviet consular and. 
diplomatic officials who altend the 
services held by the Russian church 
in China and Manchoukuo on the 
‘major feast days. 

We have witnessed the same course 
of events after the French Revolu- 
tion when the French Roman Catho- 
lie clergy were suppressed with no 
less ruthlessness than in Russia in. 
recent times. In England the rebel-

under Cromwell, during the 
many years this religious revolution 
lasted it was also marked by tre- 
‘mendous bloodshed and lay members 
of the community were forced under 
pain of death to outwardly believe| 
in religious teachings against which 
their consciences objected, which w 
worse than having merely to listen 
to propaganda, 

‘That the clergy of the older reli- 
gions have considerable powers over 
‘the masses in countries ‘where edu- 
cation is not general or is invested 
in the Church and if permitted will 
‘exercise this power politically when 
it sults their purposes, can clearly| 
be seen from the recent political 
events in Malta, and the following 
anecdote, the accuracy of which can 
be vouched for by the writer, will 
show how blindly the people obey 
the instructions of their clergy. 











‘Malteso servant girl one day came| 
to hor mistress and said that she 
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would be unable to work on the 
following day as she had.to go to 
church. “The mistress, also a Roman 
Catholic, asked why it was necessary 
to go to church on a Thursday,* to 
which question the maid was unable 
to give any answer except that the 
priest had told her that she must, 
Actually Thursday was the Feast of 
Corpus Christi but of that the ser- 
vant girl was unaware nor had she 
any idea of what that feast day com- 
memorated. 

Although we may not agree with 
the aims of the, Russian Revolution 
ary leaders few will deny that they 
believe in the ultimate success of 
their colossal experiment and are 
not, generally speaking, motivated 
bby ‘any personal factors. 

Russia may be officially “Godless”, 
but she is a very real factor in Far- 
Eastern politics and as such her 
support of the League cannot but 
greatly strengthen that organ, and 
‘we must, therefore, set on one side 
all religious scruples and admit her 
in the “same way as a Municipal 
Council is elected, which is not ac- 
‘cording to the religious creeds of 
candidates but how much each mer 
‘ber will strengthen’the Council as a 
whole. 

‘As regards the question of Great 
Britain leaving the League of Na- 
tions, it may be that the League has 
been’ started before the world is suf- 
felenily civilized to benefit from it, 

yn the fate of the League of Na. 
tions will undoubtedly be decided 
next year; but until it has proved to 
bbe before its time it would be mani- 
festly wrong for one of the leading 
civilized countries of the world 10 
‘abandon before it has failed conclu 
sively. America has already done that 
‘and Its up to GreatBritain to givethe 
League all the support that she 
can to make up for America’s lack 
fof appreciation of the good whieh 
could be done by the League, given 
the support of the leading countries 
of the world. 

It is also manifestly unjust to 
blame China for giving the League 
more trouble than the rest of the 
world and I would rather have it 
faid that Japan and Germany are 
sponsible for most of the League's

England, Japan and America were 
forced to depreciate their currencies 
during or in the aftermath of the 
World war in thelr struggle to keep 
thelr heads above water is no excuse 
whatever for China to contemplate 
doing likewise, All these countries 
hhave now come to the conclusion that 
the vicious circle has got to be stop- 
ped and at the present moment they 
fare all doing their utmost to stop 
what they started, by virtue of neces- 
sity, from getting entirely out of 
hana, 

China has none of their reasons for 
dopreciating her curreney—rather has 
she every reason for stabilizing—for 
many years to come she must be a 
borrower, if she is to take her place 
in the world and she has no excuse 
to try and evade her comparatively 
small national debt by devaluating the 
dollar. ‘Thosé in power in China at 
‘the present moment have shown no 
‘wish to do so, rather have they de- 
monstrated their desire to meet all 
‘thelr obligations and to put their 
finance on a sound basis, Yet in a 
roundabout way the Treasury 
‘Officials. of the S.M.C. are suggesting 
‘they do otherwise, They have implied 
‘@ belief that the Government of this 
‘country can, should, and will, adopt 
in the near future the desperate and 
at present unthought of expediency 
of clipping-the coin, ‘The offence lies 
{in this: that the mere expression of 
this belief is lable to do even more 
harm than the act itself might do,

Let us look at the facts of the situa- 
tion. So far from there being here a 
vait amount of credit resting upon a 
tiny base and so justifying deflation 
we have a very small amount of 
credit resting upon a broad base of 
bullion, So far from there belng in 
‘existence a mass of credit created of 
‘unbounded confidence we have here 
a lack of credit born of an unwar- 
rantable lack of confidence. 


‘There lies in China a vast eld for 
economic expansion. There exists the 
necessity for it if this country is to 
maintain its place in the sun. Only 
fone thing can achiove it and that is 
capital. ‘The dearth of this at present 

only be supplied from outside, It 
certainly will not come here for in- 
vestment if people are to tale of cur- 
rency depreciation. ‘The justifieation 
for tho recent abolition of the tael 
‘was that the content of the dollar was, 
categorically to be of a cortain fixed 
welght of silver and to be of that 
exact weight consistently and univer- 
sally through the length and breadth 
of this land, 


In my opinion the Treasury. 
Oficials of the S.M.C. have definitely 
done this country a disservice. If the 
county is to remain on a silver basis 
capital must be attracted into the 
country and this ean only be done it 
it can be withdrawn more or less 
intact. As it is the Council has put 
out a loan at a rate of interest ap- 
preclably higher than it need 
done had it taken the precaution of 
safeguarding it as far as possible and

drops in value later. 

If it is true that the funds for the 
‘SMC. loan were largely from banks, 
the phenomenal over-subscription is 
easily explained. ‘The market hap- 
ens to be glutied now with unem- 
ployable funds on which bankers are 
meeting interest charges to their de- 
positors. ‘These funds are eating 
themselves up for lack of use, so 
temporary return is a welcome relief. 
Bankers ‘keep their funds in liquid, 
investments such as debentures, and 
fas devaluation may not occur” for 
ryears, it is a safe bet to put in funds 
temporarily in this issue.

not in the sense Viscount Snowden 
means. Tt is sinister because it is 
borrowed money and not Govern: 
ment money, since borrowing creates 
‘debt, which is illogical, unnecessary 
futile, ‘anti-democratic, ‘damaging to 
‘the country and antagonistic. to the 
Jenjoyment of the discoveries and 
abilities of mankind.

In HM. Supreme Court on

“The plaintiffs claim damages of over 
$50,000 alleging that they have suffer 
2d loss to this amount, by reason of 
the defendant's alleged negligence in 
packing the soda ash in defective 
Bags: by supplying a large quantity 
fof the material in what they allege 
was a dirty and unsaleable condition, 
mixed with "sweepings", and they 
further" allege that an excessive 
‘amount of moisture was found on 
‘analysis, to be contained in the soda 
fash, ‘They algo claim in respect of 
the late delivery of a certain quantity 
‘of sulphide of soda, ordered by them 














of which, when the goods did finally 
arrive, the market had gone against 
the complainants, and the goods de- 
Hivered, had, $0 the plaintiffs contend, 
to be disposed of at a heavy loss. 
‘The defence is a general denial of 
the " plaintif's “contentions, and a 
pleading that, jf any damage for late 
Gelivery, a3 sileged, did in fact take 
place, te plaintifs are from, 
Row setting up such claim, by reason 
fof the fact that the plaintiffs accepted 
‘without demur, the cargo when it did 
arrive.

‘Finally, 1t must be emphasized that 
Britain does ‘not regard herself as a 
Gefaulter in ‘a commercial sense — 
Reuter. 

Mr, Chamberlain Explains 
London, June 8. 

‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Mr," Neville’ Chamberlain, to-day 
made his promised statement on war 
debts, which was followed by the 
Issue’ of a White Paper containing 
recent correspondence on subject be- 
tween the British and United States 
Governments. 

‘Mtr. Chamberlain recalled that the 
British Government, in their note of 
December 1, 1993, gave a full state 
‘ment of the’ reasons which had :on- 
vineed them that the system of inter- 
Hovernmental war debt obligations, 
a8 it existed before the Hoover 
moratorium, could not be revived and 
that a radical revision of existing 
settlements was essential. 

‘The United States Government, in 
thelr note of December 1, 1082, wel- 
comed the suggestion for a close exa- 
mination of the whole subject be- 
tween the two countries. The 
British Government paid the instal- 
‘ment due on December 15, 1992, in 
fold, explaining that this payment 
was not to be regarded as a resump- 
tion ‘of the annual payments under 
the existing agreement and that it 
was made because the United States 
Government had stated that, in their 
opinion, such a payment would 
Greatly’ increase the prospect of 9 
fatistactory approach to the whole 
problem.

NAZI-RULE. LAUDED BY 
- EX-KAISER 
London, June 11. 

‘The Nazi success in Germany may 
result in Hohenzollern’s restoration; 
the world is threatened by famine; 
Japan's might in the Far East is a 
rampart against Bolshevism. ‘These 
are the principal points of an inter- 
view granted by ex-Kaiser Wilhelm 
to Mr. Randolf Churchill, special 
correspondent of the “Daily Mail" 
and son of the British Conservative 
Jeader, fr. Winston Churchill. 

In the course of the interview, 
which was granted at ex-Kaiser’ 
Fesidence in’ Doorn, Holland, the 
former German monarch said in sub- 
stance, “The German nation turned 
away trom me. If it wants to have 
me back, it must come to meet me 
‘alf-way.” 

‘Reich Chancellor Hitler,” he con: 
tinued, “has accomplished & marvel 
ous task, giving the Germanic peo- 
ple a new life and a new soul. 1 
the German people deems it advis- 
able to crown these efforts by the 
restoration of consfitutionalmon- 
arehy, 1 feel sure that the Hohen 
zollern Family will not fail to do 
Its duty. 

“I am, horrified,” the ex-Kaiser 
went on,” at the folly of the world, 
Which tries to restore higher prices 
by destroying merchandises. Large 
quantities of wheat are destroyed in 
some parts of the Argentine, and 
coffee is thrown into the ocean in 
Brazil. And now, as a result of the 
dire drought, the world is threatened 
‘with famine” 

‘The exiled monarch showed him- 
self greatly impressed with Japan's 
growing might, and said that, in his 
‘opinion, she will succeed in building 
in the 'Far East a bulwark against 
Bolshevism, as strong as the one 
‘erected by Germany in the West. 

‘The ex-Kalser showed — much 
‘scepticism concerning the League of 
Nations and laughed at the nations’ 
talk about disarmament “while 
everyone is re-arming.” 

“There aré at present many politi- 
clans,” he said, “but only few states- 

Tn conclusion, ex-Kaiser said that, 
during his_reign in Germany, the 
nation enjoyéd great freedom. Now, 
howevestemocracy is losing ground 
everywhere. He expressed the view 
that strict measures were necessary 
in order to combat the dangers of 
‘anarchy and Bolshevism —Havas. 

‘The increasing power of Japan is 
the outstanding factor in’ present 
world ‘developments, the ex-Kaizer 
Wilhelm asserted. He declared him- 
self more impressed with the grow- 
Ing strength of Japan than by any 
other tendency of the times. 

"It is useless to think that the 
growth of Japanese power in Chin 
can be prevented,” the exiled German 
ruler told Mr. Churchill. “Japan is 
as capable of giving China peace and 
order as the British were of giving 
it to India.” 

‘Thos ex-Kalser also viewed the 
Japanese encroachment in China with |

‘That is why people coin phrases 
ike “giant intellects,” “giants of 
sport,” “giants of business” because’ 
‘of the emphasis on dimensions 
which might be practically mythical 
as far as the human body goes but | 
they still reveal the general belief| 
in the possibility of super-humans. 
‘The sudden emergence into the 
news of Kim Fu-kwei, the Korean 
giant, who is reported to stand nine 
feet high and weighs 300 1b. is no 
piece of insignificance. In Peking 
he astounded the community in a 
city which has three or four minor’ 
giants to show visitors, and when’ 
he comes to Shanghai, as reports 
say he will, he ought to create @ 
great impression. 





It does not need another H. G, 
Wells to dilate on the subject of| 
giant people. In his book, “The| 
Food of the Gods,” this scientist 
manufactured the marvellous body- 
building food which not only pro~ 
duced giant children who eventual~ 
ly awed the world but the drippings. 
of the magic food went down the 
drains and produced giant creepers, 
massive ivy and rats as large as| 
tigers. Kim's brand of sustenance’ 
hhas not been disclosed but nine feet. 
is a large argument in body-build- 
ing for he is said to be the second 
largest man in the world and his 
Peking competitors had to bow to 
his huge girth. This is no mean 
feat because China has produced 
some tall men. One of the Living| 
Buddhas of Mongolia, who had his: 
residence in Urga, had a bodyguard 
who exceeded seven fect in height. 
‘What became of them nobody seems 
to know but they probably decorate 
travelling fairs and exhibitions. The 

wuisition of another giant by thi 
self-same Living Buddha rivalled 
only the ecstasy of Frederick the’ 
Great of Prussia who went almost 
insane with joy on the presentation | 
by some neighbouring wily ruler of 
another giant to add to Frederick's 
‘company of Grenadiers for whom 
his agents scoured Europe. The 
company must have been impressive 
be one of his Grenadiers, a 
Scotsman, towered 8 feet 3 inches. 
‘Their value as soldiers must have| 
been problematical, especially if 
judged by modern standards of sold- 
fers, for during the Great War the 
short, stocky man proved the best 
soldier because he was short, could 
stay in a shallow trench, and was| 
‘uncomplaining despite his heavy 
Joad which led most recruits to 
believe that they had been deceived. 
into joining a form of human trans- 
port which economised on horse| 
and motor transport. ~ 

‘The attraction of the giant has 
important basic reasons for its! 
development, Humanity likes things| 
on a large scale. Not even mere 
curiosity explains it. Any show- 
man will explain that the Bearded 
Lady, the Spider Woman, the Wild. 
‘Man ‘from Borneo, the Midget from 
‘Madagascar are drawing cards but 
a giant always takes the money. 
‘This condition is probably based on 
some innate fecling in the human 
race which Darwin could explain—| 
some desire to develop, grow, 
dominate physically or otherwise 
such as is shown in the theory of 
the survival of the fittest. It is a 
sort of struggle to surpass which 
finds expression nowadays not only 
in mere matters of stature but in 
human relationships. In China the 
attraction is none the Jess marked. 
People have always regarded ithe 
Chinese as being of medium height, 
scrupulously dividing them into tall 
Northerners and short Southerners. 
‘This is a convenient division but it, 
does not explain the lure of the 
giant. 














Chinese cosmogony, mythology 
Jand history have always elevated 
the man of great build. ‘The theory’ 
Jof the formation of the universe by 
Pwanku, a person of incredible! 
dimensions as well as miraculous 
powers, is probably one of those 
motivating influences behind this 
Jconception. Chinese cosmogony has| 
Jalways pictured Pwanku as a man! 
holding a chisel and mallet in his| 
hands and splitting and fashioning 
vast masses of granite floating into 


ace. 
‘As Williams, in his “Middle King- 
Jdom” writes in describing this stu- 
pendous picture of creation: 
Behind the openings his powerful 
hand has made are seen the sun, 
‘moon, and stars, monuments of his 
stupendous labours; and at his right 
hand, inseparable’ companions of 
his tolls, but. whose generation is 
left in obscurity, stand the dragon, 
the phoenix, and the tortoise, and 
sometimes the unicorn, divine types 

‘and progenitors with himself of the 

animal ereation. His efforts were 

continued eighteen thousand years, 

‘and by small degrees he and his 

work increased; the heavens rose, 

the earth spread out and thickened, 
and Pwanku grew in stature, each 
of-them six feet every day, til, his 
labour done, he died for the benefit 
of his handywork, “His head became 
mountains, his breath wind and 
clouds, and his voice thunder; his 
limbs were changed into the four 
poles, ‘his veins into. rivers, his 
Sinews Into the undulations of the 
fearth’s surface, and his flesh into| 
fields; his beard, like Berenice's 
hair, was turned into stars, his skin| 
and hair into herbs and trees; and. 
hhis teeth, bones, and marrow, into| 

‘metals, rocks, and precious stones; 

his dropping sweat increased to 

rain, and lastly (nascitur ridiculus| 
‘he insects which stuck to his| 
body were transformed into people! 

‘This was the first giant but there 
were others. There was Yu, one of 
‘the earliest of the emperors, al-| 
{though ancient records antecedent] 
to Confucius cast doubt on the| 
laccuracy of the statement. Emperor 
Yu was a rival of Goliath. He is 
Jdeseribed as being nine cubits in| 
Iheight which, according to biblical} 
measure, would make him some-| 
where about 14 or 15 feet high. 
Men of 20 feet high have been en- 
visaged by doctors as the possible 
measurement of some of the giants| 
Jof mythology but, it is stated, they| 
would have to Be descended ‘from 
parents of 12 to 14 feet high which 
has not been ordinarily achieved by 
any race yet and this rules out the 
possibility. Still, ancient Chinese 
records mention’ the discovery of 
jhuman footprints measuring three | 
feet in the fifth century which! 
jstrengthens the giant theory. In- 
icidentally, reverting to Emperor Yu, 
ithe reference to his colossal height 
is accompanied by the statement] 
that the skies rained gold which. 
{tends to discredit historical records| 

ithough Williams observes that if 
“gold” were translated “metal” a| 
meteoric shower of extraordinary 
duration would explain this ap- 
parently fantastic statement. 

‘The “Three Kingdoms” period in 
the third century—a period anala~ 
Jgous to the period of King Arthur| 
land the Knights of the Round Table| 
Jand which forms the basis of a 
Jgreat number of plays in the Chin- 
jese theatre—is the age of real Chin- 
ese _giants—great men in stature, 
military skill, achievement and pro- 
|wess. The three brothers who swore| 
jthe oath in the peach garden were| 
examples, especially Liu Pei who} 
possesed fine physique in addition 
to other qualities which included 
jears which hung on his shoulders, 
hands that hung below his knees 
land eyes which were so prominent 
that he could see backwards past 
his ears. 

‘One of-the giants is outstanding. 
He was Tien Wei, who was special 
guard to Ts'ao Ts'ao, and: whose| 
Jremoval was necessary to attempt a 
coup. Counsel was taken with an- 
lother giant Hu Ch’erh, who was so| 
jtall and powerful that it is said he 
lcould carry 600 Ib. and travel seven 
hundred li, or 230 miles, a day. He’

June 4—Since I wrote my original 
entry about Fairy Rings many 
friends have spoken to me about 
them: the subject of fairies seems to 
be one which attracts all men and 
women who refuse to grow up too 
soon....especially men. I must as~ 
sert ‘that the theory I propounded 
about fungold growths is the one 
‘accepted by all seientife writers, and 
whieh ean be found in different forms 
in. any encyclopaedia. But another

{swell worth considering....and it 
may well be a true explanation, 
though T believe it has never appear- 
fed in any book of reference. All 
‘observers of gardens and grass-lands 
know that, owing to the unevenness

form during the heavy rains, and 
that these are mostly circular in 
shape; also that, just as a drop of 
water, such a dew-drop, is by one of 
ator'sshrange laws globular in 
shape, so is a puddle convex 
‘and thus sloping towards the outside 
edge, Thus it Is, that when the tiny 
seed of weeds such as clover blow 
through the air and alight on the 
puddle, they gradually float outwards 
fo. the perimeter of the circular 
puddle, Then the sun comes out and 
Gries out the puddle, leaving the mass 
‘of small seeds in an almost perfect 
‘ircle; and so it is that next Spring 
there’ is an almost perfect ring of 
clover or other weeds which we call 
fa Fairy Ring. I am sorry to have to 
give auch mundane explantations, of 
an entrancing | phenomenon. ...but 
there they are, funguses or puddles, 
just as you like to accept them.

June S—Now the country is being 
denuded of all standing crops; 
barley has gone and the wheat is fol- 
Towing: the few beans left standing 
fare (ming black in the husk, and 
being kept for next year's seeds. The 
big Rape plants, their seed-pods now 
Tong and heavy, are being pulled up 
by. the Foots, for the root is too big 
and heavy to be ploughed into the 
land. ‘This year's crop of rape is a 
heavy one due to favourable weather 
‘conditions and the process of ‘thresh 
ng is well worth watching. First it 
goes beneath the flail, that age-old 
farm-yard instrument which was 
probably invented by the well-known 
frm of Adam and Eve. I always 
thought ‘the “smacking machine’ 
used’ in the children’s Christmas. 
play “The Windmill Man” was a bad 
lece of engineering. for the flail is 
the most wonderful “smacker" known 
to selence. Perhaps you don’t know 
that miniature flalls were once car~ 
ried as weapons by countrymen who 
‘walked in fear, and that the revolving 
‘arm at the end of the pole is known 
‘ag. a “wiple.” But never mind all that: 
the rape is first beaton with the fail, 
and then to make sure that no more 
of the tiny golden-yellow seeds are 
left in the pods, the large head of 
the bush is again beaten on the 
threshing frame, ‘These processes go 
on in every small farm-yard amidst a 
storm of light chatter, thus display- 
ing to us the origin of the word 
"chaff": for one of the arts of the 
game is to place your threshing frame 
‘0 that the light matter will be car- 
ried by the wind into your neigh- 
bour's yard. And as i pass among 
the workers holding hands over eyes 
and saying “Pouff," can you blame 
them if they suggest that ihe eyes of 
4 forelgner are better closed because 
hie picks up all the money. to be found 
in China These litte jests are things.

June, 6—At last the Spring and 
early Summer crops have gone and 
We are preparing the Good Earth for 
the Autumn harvests. Every ox on 
the farm is working overtime, and 
if we wish to irrigate our land, and 
have only one or two oxen to’ pre- 
pare the land for rice, then brothers, 
cousins, nephews and, friends mus 
come and tread the “golden stair,” 
Which in gaols received the name \ 
“treadmill,” to draw up the water 
from the ereek on to the land, The 
men performing this work clasp a pole 
in front of them and tread the steps 
‘of an endless wheel which draws 
the ‘water by slats working up an 
enclosed incline from creek to fel 
‘Of course, if we are wealthy and 
have an extra ox or buffalo, he will 
walk round and round a horizontal 
wheel, eyes shaded with empty tor- 
tolse-shells (ike Harold Lloyd's 
spectacles) and so draw the precious 
water up into the fleld. While all 
this is going on, Little Brother and 
Little Sister, with Ammama (grand- 
mother) assisting if necessary, will 

















be dragging up the roots of the rice- 
plants from thelr bed....a glorious 
mass of brilliant green. The plants 
are neatly tied into small portable 
bundles and conveyed to the stronger 
workers in the fields. There they 
are received by fathers, brothers 
‘and uneles, and perhaps by mother 
‘and the stronger females of the 
family, wading knee deep in the 
soft mud and water. A long string| 
fs stretched down the field so that 
each plant can be set in the mud 
‘about ten inches from its neighbour: 
the string is moved three inches and 
the process repeated; thus each 
plant is divided by three inches one 
Way and ten inches the other, so 
that the erop shall finally have the 
necessary light and air. And while 
all this is going on the whole family 

fe enjoying the most wonderful 
‘adventures among animals hidden in 
the ground, Snakes of all kinds are 
killed and thrown away. ...water 
snakes two feet long and. “paddy 
snakes” up to ten feet long. The 
farmer kills them all, for some rea- 
son unknown to me: ‘but it must be 
some good reason, for the Chinese 
farmer oes not take Ife for no- 
thing. 














June 7A mosquito zooms round 
my head as I write these lines while 
Several others are snatching a hasty 
meal from my knees and ankles: 
‘Mosquitoes obviously believe in the 
old adage “the nearer the bone the 
‘sweeter the meat,” so when they 
bite me on the side of the head T 
can hardly take it as a compliment. 
T hate to be in any way scientific 
when making my diary entries, but 
when you are dealing with mosqui- 
toes, you cannot give them common 
ames as you do in the case of birds, 
trees or flowers....hence this un- 
welcome burst into selentifle no- 
menclature. The tiny little beast 
which is now picking the meat off 
my ankles is known as Aedes albo- 
‘pictus, the first name suggesting an 
anelent Roman building (where his. 

\cestors were probably reared) and 
the second name suggesting to me, 
at least, that he is picking bits out 
of a white man, He is black with a 
tiny white stripe down his back and

more successful in doing this for 
the poorest Chinese who do not live 
under such sanitary conditions as we 
do. The Anopheles, whose Christian 
name is hureanus ig not seen very 
much just now as ars mainly 
in July, but you may always know 
him by’ his spotted wings, and he is 
the gentleman who obliges you with 
malaria, Then there is a wonderful 
person called Armigeres obturbans 
‘who is among us now but who is bet- 
ter known later in the summer: his 
armigerous appearance is easy to see 
since he wears a kind of Ruger 
Jersey with black and white stripes: 
‘a big husky fellow well qualified for 
the forward line, His ehiet opponent 
in the sports’ fields is known as 
Lutzia voraz, wearing a pull-over 
striped yellow and brown. Both of 
these lusty lads play the game and 
carry no special diseases. All these 
‘mosquitoes are grand fellows for 
Keeping you awake after dinner, so 
Just swat them swiftly and give them 
‘a painless death. 


June 9.—The planting of the rice 
in China ig a matter of such import- 
ance that I must make another entry} 
about ft while the crop Ss yet being! 
Drepared. Oxen and buffaices have| 
ploughed the soil wading knee-deep 
in slimy mud; Little-brother, or sis-| 
ter Mei-Mel, has ridden the harrow| 
to smooth the liquid surface of the| 
richly irrigated soil; and now all the| 
hardier hands of the farm are doing| 
the actual planting. Of course, — if| 
we have high ground we do not at-| 
tempt to grow rice, and even if our| 
land is. medium high, we only grow| 
it'when the market is demanding it| 
at high prices. But if our land is on| 
or below "flood level” we must grow 
it because any other crop would be| 
rotted by succeeding floods of water 
and sun. And while all this activity| 
of planting has been going on, 3 
strange process. .. .unknown to. the| 
workers themselves, has been taking| 
place. ‘There is a queer disease| 
Known to science by a name which 
Twill not attempt to spell; I always| 
refer to it affectionately ‘as Sister, 
Somiasis and I hope you will recog-

‘The Islands of Samoa lie out in 
the Pacific Ocean approximately 1.500 
miles slightly north of east of New

They were discovered 
apparently by Roggewein in 1722, but 
the first white man to set foot on any.

This state of affairs was so unsatis- 
factory to the three Powers mentioned| 
that in 1880 they formed a pact, known 
jas the Berlin Act, whereby they 
fagreed to a joint control of the islands, 
though recognizing the latter as| 
forming an independent native king-| 
Jdom. ‘Equal rights of residence, trade 
land. personal protection were to be 
Jenjoyed by the nationals of the three 
Powers. Ultimately German influence| 
Jseems to have become strongest, with 
JAmerican next, while that of the 
[British became vague until on August 
129, 1914, a New Zealand force, at the 
request’ of Great Britain, occupied 
[German ‘Samoa without "resistence. 
[Since then the western part of the|
